HUNDREDS OF COSSACKS 
HAVE CROSSED THE YALU 
London, February 24.—In a dispatcn 
from Tokio a correspondent of The 
Times says hundreds of Cossacks reach- 
ed Chonju, 30 miles south of the Yalu 
river, the afternoon of February 20. 
Thirty troops crossed the river at Kazan, 
the same evening, thus arriving within

Russians Hang Three Mem- 
bers of Japan's General Slaf 


Caught as They Were About To Blow 
Up the Bridge Across the River 
at Harbin — Sufferings of 
Russian Troops Quite 
Severe. 


St. Petersburg, February 23.—The Jap- 
anese who were hanged by Russians in 
Manchuria for attempting to blow up 
the railroad bridge over the San Gari 
river, were disguised ag coolies. They 
were arrested just as they were about to 
make the attempt. Inquiry revealed that 
they were Japanese ifficers 6f the gener- 
al staff, namely, Colone] Assal, of the 
engineers, and Iieutenants Zonelolascha 
and Kaeurta, of the Sappers. They were 
at once hanged from the girders of the 
bridge. 

The newspapers of Port Arthur, dated 
February 4, reached St, Petersburg to- 
day, indicating that they were less than 
three weeks in transit. Troop trains 
probably require a longer time on ac- 
count of the difficulties at Lake Baikal, 
where provisions and troops are crossing 
both on ice trains and sledges. The cold 
ig exceedingly severe, Today 36 degrees 
below zero (Fahrenheit) was recorded 
at Irkutsk and other places. 

Stories of the sufferings of the troops 
in crossing the Jake are persistent. Some 
reports say six hundred men were fro- 
zen, but these lack confirmation, offi- 
cial or otherwise. The telegraph is 
working well. One line devoted exclusive- 
ly to government business runs direct to 
Irkutsk, whence, with a single relay, it 
connects with St. Petersturg.

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TSAR WEEPING 


OVER DEFEATS 


Ruler of All the Russias Al- 
most: Imbecile

Deceived by His Officers as to Rus- 
sia’s Ability To Enter War, 
Nicholas 7s Breaking Dc vn 
Under the News of 
Defeats.

ONDON, February 23.—The 


Morning Leader’s Copenhagen 


| correspondent learns from high au- 


thoritative sources in St. Petersburg 
that the tsar is almost broken down. 
The Evening before the first dis- 
heartening news of the outbreak in 
'the Far East, the tsar went to his 
mother and showed her the paper. 


“IT have given my decision,’ he 
‘said to her. “I will seethat there shall 
be no war.’”’” But a few hours later 
there came news of the attack by the 
Japanese on the Russian warships. 
When the news was received the tsar 
was rent between anger and grief and 
burst into tears. 

He has since discovered that the 
accounts given to him of Russia’s 
preparedness in case she was attacked 
were not true. Three years ago, 
adds the correspondent, the tsar or- 
dered that a certain highly impor- 
tant invention be adapted by the 
whole of the artillery. He has just 
learned that in only one battery was 
it carried out. The discovery cost 
two generals their commands, and no 
doubt helped bring about the tsar’s 
present painful condition. 


NEW JAPANESE DIET

BY HER RUSSIAN FOE 


In Note to Powers Russia Ac- 
cuses Japan of Violating Laws 
of Civilized Nation, 


OCCUPATION OF KOREA 
BITTERLY DENOUNCED 


Alleged That Japan Has Violated 
the Laws of Neutrality—Also 
Alleged That Japan Cut 
the Cables To Prevent 
Escape of Warships. 


St. Petersburg, February 23.—Foreigt 
Minister Lamsdorff yesterday sent the 
following circular to Russian representa- 
tives abroad: 

“Since the rupture of the negotiations 
between Russia and Japan the attitude of 
the Tokio cabinet has constituted an open 
violation of all customary laws governing 
the mutual relations of civilized nations. 
Without specifying each particular viola- 
tion of these laws on the part of Japan, 
the imperial government considers it nec- 
essary to draw the most serious attention 
of the powers to the acts af violence 
committed by the Japanesa government 
with respect to Korea. The independence 
and integrity of Korea, as a fully inde- 
pendent empire, has been fully recognized 
by al] the powers, and the inviolability of 
this fundamental principle was confirmed 
by article | of the Shimoneski treaty 
and by the agreement especially con- 
cluded for this purpose between Japan 
and Great Britain on January 3Q, 1902, 
as well as by the Franco-Russian declar- 
ation of March 16, 1902. 

Neutrality of Korea. 

“The emporor off Korea, foreseeing the 
danger of a possible conflict between Rus- 
sla and Japan, addressed early in Jan- 
uary, 1904, a note to all the powers de- 
claring his determination to preserve ‘the 
strictest neutrality. This declaration was 
recéived with satisfaction by the powers 
and it was ratified by Russia. According 
to the Russian minister in Korea, the 
British government charged the British 
diplomatic representative at Seoul to pre- 
isent an official note to the emperor of 
| Korea, thanking him for his declaration 
of neutrality. 

“In disregard of all these faots, tn spite 
of all treaties, in spite of its obligations 
and in violation of the fundamental 
rules of international law, {t has been 
proved by exact and fully confirmed 
facts that the Japanese government, 
first, before the opening of hostilities 
afgainst Russia, ianded its troops in the 
independent empire of Korea, which had 
declared its neutrality; second, with a 
division of fts fleet, it made a sudden. 
attack on February 8, that Is, three davg 
prior to the declaration of war, on two 
Russian warships in the neutral port of 
| Chemuipo. The commanders of thes 
ships had not been notified of the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations. as the 
Japanese maliciously stopped the deliv- 
ery of Russian telegrams by the Danish 
cable, and destroyed the telegraphic 
communication of the Korean govern- 
ment. The details of this dastardly at- 
tack are contained and pwblished in an 
official telegram from the Russian min- 
ister at Seoul. 

Ships Taken in Neutral Ports. 

“3. In spite of the _ international 
laws above mentioned, and shortly be- 
fore the opening of hostilities, the Jap- 
anese captured as prizes of war certain 
Russian merchant ships in neutral ports 
of Korea. 


“4. Janan declared to the emperor of 
Korea, through the Japanese minister at 
Seoul, that Korea would henceforth be 
under Japanese administration, and she 


warned the emperor that in case of his 
noncompliance, Japanese troops would ote 
cupy the palace. 

“Ss Through the French minister at 
Seoul she summoned the Russian repre- 
sentative at the Koredn court to leave 
the country, with the staffs of the Rus- 
sian legation and consulate. 

“Recognizing that all the above facts 
constitute a flagrant breach of .nterna- 
tional law, the Imperial government con- 
siders it to be its duty to lodge a protest 
with all the powers against this pro- 
cedure of the Japanese government, and 
it is firmly convinced that all the powers, 
valuing the principles which guarantee 
their relations, will agree wth the Rus- 
sian attitude. At the same time tne im- 


perial government considers it necessary 
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to issue a timely warning that, owing to 
Japan’s illegal assumption of power in 
Korea, the government declares all or- 
ders and declarations wihch may be is- 
sued on the part of the Korean govern- 
ment to be invalid. 

“I beg you to communicate this docu- 
ment to the governments to which you 
are accredited.

CZAR NICHOLAS ANGRY 
WITH VICEROY ALEXIEFF 


Special Cable. 

St. Petersburg, February 23.—It is 
stated in high quarters, where the cir- 
cumstances are best understood, that 
Alexieff's health will before long be 
found to have suffered so severely that 
he will feel compelled to ask to be re- 
lieved of his functions. It understood 
the czar has expressed grave displeasure 
at the misrepresentation to him of con- 
ditions generally obtaining in the Far 
East as was the case with the British 
South African campaign. 


RUSSIANS ARE MARCHING 
THROUGH NORTH KOREA 
Tokio, February 23.—Parties of Rus- 
sian scouts are reported to be making 
their way through north Korea towards 
Ping Yang and Genesan. It is expected 
they will shortly come into touch with 
Japanese scouts. There {is no indication

“Russia,’”’ declares one of her most dis- 
tinguished statesmen in the. Berlin Post, 
‘proposes to avoid decisive engagements 
until her preparations are complete, In 
pursuance of this policy probably strate- 
gic movements to the rear in Manchuria 
may shortly be éxecuted. Our conduct 
of-the war will be marked not by haste 
but by thoroughness. We shall deliver 
cur blows at a@ late hour, but that hour 
will be decisive and will determine the 
entire future of east Asia.’’ 

The post further states that the permis- 
sion abqut to be accorded by the. Rus- 
sian government to Germany’s officers 
to proceed to the scene of operations is 
due not to favoritism, but to circum- 
stance, that’ Germany’s application for 
permission was lodged before those of 
other powers. 

The Post adds that French officers will 
be accorded the same privileges as those 
secured by Germany’s army, but that no 
representatives of England will be per- 
mitted to watch operations from the 
Russian side. 


FREE PASS MAN 
CAN'T RECOVER

Washington, February 23.—The question 
as to whether a passenger on a -rail- 
road train, riding on a free pass, who 
loses his life on account of an accident 
of carelessness on the part of the com- 
pany stands on the same footing as a 
passenger who pays his fare, today was 
decided by the United States supreme 
court against the free passenger, in a 
case involving the Northern Pacific..—The 
Supreme court held that there is noth- 
ing in public policy to prevent a contract 
between a common carrier and a free 
passenger exempting the carrier from 
liability in case of accident.

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KOREAN RULER 
IN DEADLY FEAR 


Lest He May Be Slain by the 
Japanese, 


Alleged That a Few Years Ago the 
Japs Invaded His Palace and 
Killed Empress—Missionary 
Describes Conditions 
in Seoul. 


Norfolk, Va., February 23.—(Special.) 
A letter received in this city from the 
American gentleman who ig director of 
schools in Korea and an intimate friend 
Of the emperor of that country, tells of 
abject fear of that monarch, who has 
moved his valuables to the French lega- 
tlon with the idea of seeking asylum 
there in the event that his life is really 
placed in jeopardy. The letter’was writ- 
ten before the outbreak of the war. 

Mr. H. B. Hulbert, who writes from 
Seoul, says: “We are having exciting 
times. The emperor ig in horrible’ fear 
of the Japanese, owing to the fact that 
a few years ago the Japanese invaded 
his palace and brutally murdered the 
queen. The Japanese say they hope the 
emperor will run away to the Rus@an 
legation or to Port Arthur, for that will 
give them an opportunity to put, some 
one else on the throne. I think, huow- 
ever, he will sit tight ang take his medi- 
cine like a man. In any case his coun- 
sellors, Yi-Yong-Ik and Gi-Keun-Tak, 
are doomed. They say themselves they 


have no hope of getting out of the scrape 


with their necks. 

“Russian guards tried to come up to 
Seoul from Chemutpo on the railway, 
but were refused passage, so they walk- 
ed. The American guard is strong in 
Seoul, so our American citizens need 
have no fear. The Russians are guarded 
in their legation by 125 soldiers, The 
Japs have a number of gatfling guns and 
miany soldiers disguised as. merchants 
in Seoul. All of the powers have their 
legations guarded. Missionaries are not 
going out from Seoul at present. The 
government seems paralyzed and while 
protesting, has done nothing to keep ‘the 
Hostile powers out of Seoul. 

“Tha emperor's nervous condition and 
his helpless feeling, notwithstanding he 
is a monarch of theJittle country over 
which Russia and Japan are now con- 
tending, is shown by the fact that ever 
since his wife was murdered he has been 
in a state of constant terror lest he 
should share the same fate. For fear of 
being poisoned, he at one time had his 
reals prepared by one of the Presby- 
terian missionaries and sent to him in a 
locked box.’’

SAKHAROFF WILL ACT 
AS MINISTER OF WAR 
St. Petersburg, February 23.—General 
Sakharoff, chief of staff of the military 
district of Turkestan, has been appointed 
to act as minister of war during the 
absence of General Kuropatkin, whose 
appointment to command the Russian 
military forces in the Far East was 
gazetted yesterday. 


St. Petersburg, February 23.—There is 
much difficulty in finding fit successor 
to Kuropatkin in the post of war minis- 
ter. I learn on high authority that Gen- 
eral Paul Lobko, who from 1884 to 1899 
was chief of the chancellerie of the war 
ministery, and has since served as chief 
of the department of financial control, 
was yesterday offered the position, but 
this morning declined it on the ground of 
age. He is 66, ten years older than 
Kuropatkin. Possibly under pressure he 
may reconsider his refusal.

Washington, February 23.—The war de- 
partment today issued orders for the 
entire Third regiment of infantry to pro- 
ceed to the isthmus of Panama, The reg- 
iment will leave at the earliest possible 
time on the transports Sumner and 
McClelland from New York. 

The regiment ig going to Panama to 
relieve the marines stationed there. The 
headquarters of the regiment jare at 
Fort Thomas, Ky., and Fort Sheridan, 
Chicago. The regiment will be command- 
ed by Lieutenant Colonel Woodbury, the 
present colone] being about to retire with 
an advanced rank. Lieutenant Colonel 
Woodbury is now with the Fifty-third 
infantry. 

The war department has in the past 
strenuously denied reports that it intend- 
ed to send troops to the isthmus, but 
it is nOw alleged that the statement only 
applied to the conditions as they existed 
before the United States acquired vested 
rights through the acquisition of the ca- 
nal property by the ratification of the 
treaty. It is announced that none of the 
families of the officers or enlisted men 


for the Third infantry will be allowed to 


accompany the regiment. 

The thousand marines now on the isth- 
mus wil] be taken to Guantanamo as rep- 
idly as their places can be filled by the 
regulars. From Guantanamo at least a 
part of this force will be taken to the 
Philippines. Orders for six hundred ma- 
rines to sai] from that point at an early 
date were issued qa short time ago. It is 
intended that an adequate force of ma- 
rines shall be kept at Guantanamo in 
case of probable emergencies in Central 
and South America. Especially it is de- 
ibe a. sufficient 
force there for the government to call 
upon should it undertake to execute a 
drastic programme in San Domingo.

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TORPEDO BOATS 
UUEAN TERRORS 


heir Wonderful Efficiency 
Demonstrated by Japan, 


Strong Impression Made on Officials 
in Washington by the Results 
in Russo-Japanese War. 
May Affect Our Na- 
val Policy, 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, D. C., February 28.—(Spe- 
clal.)\—The feature of the war develop- 
ments to date which thas made the 
strongest impression upon Washington 
and which is calculated to have an im- 
portant bearing upon one phase of future 
American legislation, is the demonstrat- 
ed great efficiency of the torpedo boats. 
The magnificent results attained by the 
Japanese torpedo boats at Port Arthur 
has been widely commented upon, not 
only in naval circles, but in congress, 
where, as a rule, but little interest is 
taken in the routine work of naval appro- 
priations, although under our system of 
legislation congress not only names the 


amount to be expended for naval in- 
crease, but specifies in every instance 
how these appropiations shall be expend- 
ed. It is congress, not the navy depart- 
ment, which has the final decision upon 
the number of battle ships, cruisers and 
small craft that shall be built. The sec- 
retary of the navy and the bureau chiefs 
are called upon for their views and esti- 
mates, but these are not followed in -de- 
tail; what they say is accepted as com- 
ing from them in an advisory capacity, 
then the two naval affairs committees 
decide for themselves what shall be 
done, the recommendations of the com- 
mittees being followed by the senate and 
the house. Officers of the navy and offi- 
cials of the navy department are strong- 
ly of the opinion that the befter method 
of procedure would be for congress to 
make a lump ‘appropriation for naval in- 
crease, leaving it to the department to 
determine the details, as is done under 
other governments; but it is hardly like- 
ly that congress will, at any time in the 
near future, surrender its power of mak- 
ing direct appropriations. 

Great Progress Made by France. 

There has been a strong element in the 
navy opposed to the building of the 
smaller boats, and the result is that the 
American navy %s considerably behind, 
not only Great Britain, but especially 
France, {n this branch of its navy, 
France seems to have done more propor- 
tionately than any other nation upon 
these lines. This refers not only to the 
surface torpedo boats and the larger 
craft technically known as torpedo boat 
destroyers, but especially to the subma- 
rines, which are destined to play such 
an'important part in the naval warfare 
of the future. It is not believed that 
the French boats are any better, or, in 
fact, nearly so good as the Holland boats 
of the American and British navies, but 
France seems to have realized the prac- 
tIcability of the submarines earlier than 
the other countries and now her subma- 
rine fleet is eo efficient that it not only 
furnishes perfect harbor defense, thus 
making !t possible to use the larger 
fighting ships for offensive purposes, but 
the little divers are also to be used for 
offensive purposes when necessary. This 
Is shown by the dispatches recently sent 
out from Paris, which tell of cruisers 
bound for French Indo-China carrying 
submarines with them. 

The Different Types. 

The destroyers are very fast boats of 
about 500 tone, which are constructed 
and armed particularly with a view to 
destroying the smaller torpedo boats, 
and thus furnishing protection to the bie 
battle ships and crulsgers which are such 
easy marks to the torpedoes. Once one 
of these ships is straick by a Whitehead 
torpedo, Lke those useé by Japan, and 
it is al} up with her. Seven or eight 
million dollars worth of warship goes 
to the bottom. The little torpedo boats, 
usually about 90-ton craft, are buikt en- 
tirely for use in firing these torpedoes. 
The destroyers are constructed not only 
to carry guns capab‘e of reaching the 
dangerous little fellows at long range, 
but they, too, carry torpedoes, wh.ch 
they can use just as effectively as the 
torpedo boats proper. It is not yet known 
whether the Jap boats which got in such 
effective work at Port Arthur were the 
larger or smaller boats of this type, but 
there can be no question about the re- 
sults. 

It is well understood here that very 
strong influences have been brought to 
bear to shape our naval construction pro- 


gramme in favor of the big battle ships 
and cruisers as against the smaller boats. 


This does not refer to many of the older 
officers of the navy, who have had hon- 
est douts whether the little boats wou'd 
prove as efficient as they have proven. 
The younger men, espectally those wno 
have served on the small boats like Com- 
mander W:nslow, now with the bureau 
of navigation, are enthusiastic over them, 
and have tried hard to have their views 
adiopted; but the older men have been 
hard to move. 
Armor Plate Lobby. 
In addition to this opposition, there has 


been very strong influence brought to 


bear upon congressmen by the close cor- 


poration of steel manufacturers, who en- 
joy a monopoly of the manufacture of 
armor plate for the navy. It is directiy 
interest of these men that so 
much of the annual appropriation as 
possible should go to the larger ships. 
because they alone use the heavy armor 
plate, for which the government hag to 
pay such a big price. A battle ship of 


modern type costs between seven million 
and eight million dollars, a very large 
proportion of that outlay going into the 


pockets of the armor plate people, who, 
it is hard:y necessary to say, are able to 


exert great influence, especially upon a 
republican congress.

in this direction. France was satisfied 
from the first of the unjustifiability of 
the Japanese action and is anxious that 
the other powers should come to appre- 
ciate the enormity of the offense. 


I Japan in Korea. 
' In this connection attention {s called 
Ro the occupation of Korea by Japanese 
troops. In spite of the declaration of 
Korean neutrality, which was communi- 
cated to all the neutral powers as well 
mas to the belligerents, it is pointed out 
that Japan has not hesitated to throw 
troops into Korea and to establish a base 
there. It is suggested in diplomatic cir- 
cles that France, which has been charged 
with the protection of Russian interests 
in Korea, could properly make objection 
to the Japanese action. But, nothing of 
this kind has yet been done. The French 
fegation at Seoul is in charge of the 
secretary and interpreter, the minister 
being in Paris on leave of absence and 
the foreign office here is showing no in- 
clination to order his immediate return. 
| At the Korean legation here today, It 
wae said that Korea had declared her 
Meutrality from the outset and that, 
therefore, if the Japanese occupied Ko- 
rean territory and proposed marching 
through Korea, on thelr way to Man- 
churila, it was not with Korea's assent, 
but because she was unable to prevent 
Bt. The legation officials addeq that the 
fifty thousand stands of arms recently 
ordered by Korea from France will re- 
main at Hongkong for the present, in 
morder that they may not be seized by the 
Japanese. 
Nothing is known at the French foreign 
ffice regarding the report that the Rus- 
lan ambassador to Great Britain, Count 
nckendorff, had gone to St. Petersburg 
th important proposals from King Eéa- 
ard in the direction of peace. So far 
as Russia is concerned, it is saiq that 
she would be willing to accept overtures 
mn @ reasonable basis; but, it is belfeved 
that Japan, having engaged in the war, 
will not withdraw until she has con- 
quered. Therefore, if any mediation pro- 
posal has been advanced, which is con- 
iwidered doubtful, it is not expected to 
be fruitful of satisfactory results.

» &t. Petersburg, February 23.—"'The 
war will end in August or September in 
the complete defeat of the Japanese,’’ 
said today a high authority in intimate 
touch with the Russian war plans, whose 
opinion can be taken faithfully to reflect 
the belief in the highest official quar- 
ters. He added: 

“How the Japanese can hope’ to suc- 
ceed when our army in the Far East is 


strengthened to a point equal. or su- 
perior in numbers to that of our adver- 


‘additional men in the 


Saries we honestly are unable to compre- 
ihend. It will not be difficult to place 
two, four or evén. six hundred thousand 
fleld if necessary. 
When our forees are concentrated and 
ready they will finish by driving tne Japa- 
nese into the sea. Frankly, it seems to 
us that the Japanese have utterly failed 
to appreciate Russia’s resources or have 
counted on the aid of Great Britain or 
the United States, neither of which ever 
contemplated being involved. So far as 
Great Britain is concerned we do not be- 
lieve any hallucinations existed there. We 
think the British st2tesmen who did so 
much to push Japan into war realized 
that with Japan’s defeat they would ac- 
complish two things for Great Hritajn: 
first, to give Russia a check, for, of 
course, war must impede our progress 
temporarily; second, to cripple Japan's 
maritime power, which was beginning to 
be greatly felt In the Pacific. 


Russia Will Bide Her Time. 

“It can be sald with the utmost podsi- 
tiveness that Russia will bide her tima. 
She will act on the defensive until she 
feels confident that her weight of num- 
bers wiil ieave no doubt as to the re- 
sult. Reinforcements are going forward 
at the rate of 3,000 a day. Probaply 
some time will elapse before Russia feels 
fully prepared to assume th2 offensive.” 

The conviction is growing here in offi- 
cial circles that despite Japanese denials, 
the Japanese fleet were severely crippled 
off Port Arthur in the engagement which 
began February 8. The admiralty has 
no direct official information to support 
this except the manner in which the 
Japnnese abandoned the attack at the 
end of forty-five minutes. It is pointed 
out at the admiralty that two weeks 
have now elapsed without the where- 
abouts of the sapanese fleet being decfi- 


, nitely reported and the opinion is gain- 


ing ground that it has gone tc a Japa- 
nese port for repairs.

Sians would like better, as guch an at- 
tempt is doomed to certain failure. The 
authorities here assart that the southern 
portion of the peninsula {s_ strongly 
guarded and that the north shore pre- 
sents insuperable obstacles. The only 
chance of the Japanese, It {!s claimed. 
would be marching down from Korea, 
but to do this, it is added, they must 
first defeat the Russian army on this 
side of the Yalu river, and even if suc- 
‘cessful they would be face to face with 
an impregnable stronghoid. 

The Grand Duke Alexis (uncle of the 
czar and high admiral) has reconsidered 
his decision to go to the Far East. He 
was extremely anxious to go, but the 
grand duke felt that his duties here 


would necessitate his semaining-in St. 
Petersburg.

Columbia, S. C., February 23.—(Sfe- 
cilal.)—For fifty years the people of Co- 
lumbia have at various times endeavored 
to bring about an organization that 
would result in the opening of the Con- 
garee river to navigation and the secur- 
ing of an all-water ling to New York. 
All efforts for one reason and another 
have failed, despite the navigability of 
the river. 

Six weeks ago the Columbia chamber 
of cOmmerce took the matter up, and 
the result is that by the end of this 
week a $12,000 steamer, The Highlander, 
now coming from Southport, N. C., over 
the ocean in tow to Georgetown, will 
make the first trip to Columbia, laden 
with a cargo of steel from Pittsburg. 

When the boat arrives fiere the formal 
opening of the line will be signalized by 
a trip down the river of all of the lead- 
ing business men of the city. Gecretary 
Watson, of the chamber of commercs, 
states that {In case the business is sef- 
ficient another steamer will De added to 
the Mine at an early day. ' 

The rapid growth of Columbia and Its 
location, as well ag the development of 
its ‘wholesale trade, made it imperativs 
to secure’ through water rates to New 
York without delay. 

There is general rejoicing among the 
business people of the city at the open- 
ing of the line. 


First Diversification Farm. 

Columbia, 8. C., February 23,—(Spe- 
clal.)—Professor W. J. Spillman, the 
agrostologist of the United Stateg de- 
partment of agriculture, has arrived in 
Columbia for the purpose of establishing 
the first of the diversification farms in 
the south, determined upon by the gen- 
eral government. The farm here is to 
be known as Diversification Farm No. |, 
and Professor Spillman, after examining 
the land selected yesterday, determined 
to make it about five times the size he 
had originally intended. 

It is contemplated by this farm to 
teach the farmers in the south how to 
combine business methods with agricul- 
ture of various kinds, Other than cotton, 
upon scientific lines.

United States Supreme Court De- 
cides Famous Alabama Case, 


Court Decides That It Hag No Juris- 
diction, No Federal Question 
Being Involved—Case Was 
Iwought To Annul the 
Suffrage Clause. 


Washington, February 23.—dn the su- 
preme court of the United States today 
an opinion was hand@i down by Justice 
Day in the cage of Jackson Giles v. the 
Board of Registration of Montgomery 
County, Alabame, dismissing the case for 
want of jurisdiction, no federal question 
being involved. The case involved the 
suffrage clause of the new constitution 
of Alabama, This provision was attacked 
on the ground of discrimnation against 
the colored race, of which Giles is a mem- 
‘ber. The effect of the decision js against 
Giles. 

After setting out the contentions of the 
plaintif? in detall, Justice Day said: 

“Now it is perfectly settled that un- 
less a federal right has been set up and 
denied in the state court, we have no 
right to review its decision, and after a 
very careful examination of this matter 
and a due appreciation of the gravity of 
the charge made as to the political action 


of that state, we see no ground to dis- 
tinguish it from the universal rule as 


applied in this court affecting writs of 
error of this kind.’’ : 
Justice Harland dissented.

siderd upon its own merits. It is the 
present intention to refrain from sub 
mitting to council a petition embracing 
all the proposed improvements or a pe- 
tition similar in any degree to the one 
that has just been rejected by the city. 

The assurance of Mr. Smith, which 
was found in his interview in The Consti- 
tution yesterday morning, that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville intended operating 
its system through Atlanta and: would 
endeavor to make the best of the situa- 
tion here, was read with considerable 
interest, as it indicated better than any- 
thing that has yet been printed the posl- 
tion of the railroads and the intention of 
the officials in the face of the adverse 
sentiment evidenced in several quarters 
to the improvements they desired making 
at a cost of about $800,000. 

Milton Smith Goes Home. 

Mr. Smith left Atlanta last evening at 
7:13 o'clock on the Chicago and FPlorida 
limited for Louisville. He met Mayor 
Howell and General Manager T. K. Scott 
of the Georgia railroad, before his de- 
parture and discussed the situation witb 
them. 

The sudden termination of the negotla- 
tlons between the railroads and the citv 
was the effect of the sentiment that Mr. 
Smith found to be prevalent in Atlanta 
upon his arrival. 

Certain elements wanted the ratlroads 
to construct a Washington street via- 
duct. Those who favoréd this propos!- 
tion are those of Washington and neigb- 
boring streets. Another element—those of 
Decatur and Courtland § streets—were 
opposing the Weshington street viaduct. 
Hach. side theatened to prevent the rail- 
roads by court proceedings from making 
the desired improvementg unless their 
wishes were acceded to. Any decYsion 
by council would apparently have met 
with violent opposition from one sfde or 
the other and a fight in the courts would 
have been started. 

When Mr. Smith found these condi- 
tions, found that there existed objections 
to the improvements the railroads de- 
sired making, he advised his associates 
to stop negotiations, and this was done 
during the session of the committees 
last Monday afternoon. 

According to Mr. Smith, the ralflroads 
will now endeavor to give the very best 
service they can, but he knows as an 
experienced railroad man that it will be 
impossible to furnish the best freight 
service with the present facilities. 

What the New System Is. 

A splendid statement of the new rall- 
road system that is to come into Aflanta 
was made by Mr. Smith tn the first part 
of his speech before the council commit- 
tees last Monday afternoon. Upon this 
subject he said: 

“IT assume that you all know of the 
relations that exist between the Louils- 
ville and Nashville, the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louls, the Georgia, the 
Atlanta and West Point and the Atlantic 
Coast Line railroads, all, or nearly all 
of the corporations named being in a 
@ianner subordinate to, or controlled by, 
the Atlantic Coast Line Rallroad Com- 
pany, representing a pretty large system, 
reaching Cincinnat!, Loulfsville, Chicago, 
Evansville, Cafro, St. Louis, Hickman, 
Ky., Memphis, New Orleans, Mobile, Pen- 
sacola, and clear around the coast to 
Washington, thus making Atlanta prao- 
tically the center or hub of the system. 
All that ig needed is a few more spokes, 
and the Louisville and Nashville Rall- 
road Company is trying to create or con- 
etruct another spoke. It has undertaken 
the construction of a railroad, which !s 
well under way, from a point In Ken- 
tucky on the Louitsville and Nashvilie 
railroad, to Knoxville, and the recon- 
struction of the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Northern railway to the foot of Blue 
Ridge mountains, with a grade against 
southbound traffic of 65-100 per cent, 
compensated at the rate of 3-100 for 
each degree of curvature, with one excép- 
tion where in passing over what is known 
as Pine mountain the grade against south- 
bound traffic had to be increased to | per 
cent. In addition, several parties of en- 
gineers have for the past sixteen or 
eighteen months been engaged in trying 
to locate a line, with eimilar grades, 
across what we will term the Blue Ridge 
mountains, a very difficult proposition. 
They have succeeded, however, in locat- 
ing it, but the cost of construction !s go- 
ing to be very great, and such construc-

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There is a distinct feeling of disap- 
pointment that the Louisville and 
Nashville system has concluded to 
abandon its extensive plan of termi- 
nal improvements in Atlanta, which, 
if undertakeg as originally proposed, 
involved an expenditure of nearly 
$800,000. 

In his statement before the council 
committees Mr. Milton H. Smith, 
president of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville system, said: 

In conelusion, I want to avoid saying 
anything that tends to irritate, or bring 
about {ll feeling. The railroads I am fry- 


ing to represent want to be on the very 
best of terms with thefr patrons and the 


citizens of Atlanta. We will not ao any- 
thing, if we can help it, to in any way 
create amtagonism, and I do not think 
that this matter ought to create any 
friction. It is for this reason that I ask- 
ed permission to make this _ state- 
ment. The railroads made a proposition 
which _ their representatives believed 
equitable. They did not even ask the 
city to be liberal. From my standpoint 
the railroads propose to do more than 
their share. What was proposed wae to 
give a better engine house, in a better 
location, with more than twice as much 
ground; to give a street for Waverly 
place quite as good as the present one; 
to join the city in eliminating three grade 
crossings by constructing two under- 
passes and one viaduct, the rajlroads to 
bear the larger portion of the expense. 


That is practically all we asked of the 
City. 


Askedywhat would be the effect of 
the rejection of the petition, Mr. 
Smith said: 


The effect Is merely to prevent us 
from giving better service. We will do 
the very best we can. but we must aban- 
don the Waverly place idea: fail to con- 
Struct the terminals we proposed to build 
and endeavor to give the best possible 
service, despite the increased business 
with our present facilities. 


In addition to this the assurance 
was extended that, much as he re- 
gretted the failure of the plan to per- 
mit the company to build adequate 
terminals in the heart of Atlanta, the 
work of extending the Cincinnati 
line to Atlanta would not be inter- 
fered with and the company would 
make the best it could of the situa- 
tion. It will use the terminal facili- 
ties of the Georgia railroad and in less 
than a year’s time Atlanta will haye 
a new and direct line to Cincinnati, 
through the Tennessee coal fields, 
thus gaining another active competi- 
tor for the freight business of the 
city. 

There is at least 
which to be thankful! 

The facilities of the Georgia rail- 
road terminals, somewhat improved 
and enlarged, will, in Mr. Smith’s 
opinion, be adequate to accommodate 
the business of the new system for a 
few years at least. At any rate it is 
the best that can be done in the 
present situation. 

Unfortunately the very large ex- 
penditure contemplated in the new 
buildings and terminals at Waverly 
place and Central avenue has been 
abandoned, and for the first time in 
fifty years Atlanta has taken a dis- 
tinctly backward step in the work of 
encouragement of the bringing of new 
railroad lines to the city. 

Under the plans as proposed, and 
under the conditions as unanimously 
agreed upon by the street and bridge 
committees of council, the contem- 
plated improvements were based upon 
Atlanta’s development expectancy for 
the next thirty years. Not a street 
was to be closed, subways and over- 
head crossings were to be improved 
and a free and unobstructed right of 
way for the extension of the Wash- 
ington street viaduct, at such time 
as the city desired, was to be left 
with the express stipulation that when 
the city was ready to build the via- 
duct the railroads should pay for all 
that part over their tracks. Nothing 
fairer could have been asked and no 
more reasonable solution of the prob- 
lem could have been expected than 
that proposed by the two council 
committees. 

The unanimous action of the com- 
mittees was mercilessly assailed and, 
in utter disgust, Mr. Smith has with- 
drawn from the field and concluded 
to do the best that can be done with 
the present facilittes of the Georgia 
railroad. It will be found that, with 
his usual] genius for meeting emer- 
gencies, he will make the facilities 
already at his disposal answer the 
purpose of his road for a good many 
years. The new machine shop and 
round house at Edgewood will be 
completed and such other work as 
can be done to improve the present 
terminal facilities of the Georgia rail- 
road for joint use will be under 
taken. 

Mr. Smith takes a uniquely con- 
servative and philosophic view of the 
situation, and, in effect, says, “If you 
do not wish my road to spend the 
money required to build terminals 
that will answer the purpose of the 
road for the next fifty years, we shall 
not strain ourselves in-the effort to 
force our way. We will come to Ati 
lanta anyway and do the best we 
can. If you can stand it, we can!” 

It is to be deeply regretted that, as 
a result of this unexpected develop- 
ment, Atlanta not only loses the new 
| terminals, but the \Vashington street 
| viaduct as well.

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and street committees of council been 
encouraged to p the negotiations 
further an entirel® satisfactory solu- 
tion would have been reached, for 
there was distinctly a basis for agree- 
ment in certain features of the peti- 
tion of the railroads and the report 
of these two committees. But little 
remained to be done to harmonize 
the whole situation and to giveto At- 
lanta a magnificent new freight ter- 
minal of the great new system of rail- 
roads, representing the expenditure of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. In 
addition to this, the Washington 
street viaduct would have been as- 
sured as an ultimate improvement, 
to be materialized at the city’s com- 
mand. 

Men cannot be driven with elubs to 
the expenditure of money, and an un- 
fortunate feature of this whole busi- 
ness has been the intoleraht and the 
Violant opposition which, without 
seeking to bring about a settlement. 
that would have been just and satis- 
factory to all concerned, has, like 
Samson, pulled down the pillars and 
now finds itself amidst the ruins of 
the proposed viaduct and the wreck 
of the new terminal. 

Perhaps it is not yet too late to 
undo the mischief that has been done 
and to give form to the chaos which 
has been wrought! 

Would not this be a proper mission 
for the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce? What says President Maddox 
and his associate directors? 

Is it not worth while to at least 
make an effort to bring the contend- 
ing elements together and keep At- 
lanta moving forward! Let us hope 
that Atlanta’s record of never hav- 
ing taken a backward step will not 
now be broken. 

What is, needed is a little common 
sense, some plain practical talking 
between level-headed business men, 
ahd a little less vinegar and vitriol. 
These are two elements which have 
not heretofore entered largely into 
the work of building Atlanta.

An All-Around Surprise. 

Thomas Wentworth Higginson and 
Henry W. Boynton have collaborated 
in the. preparation of a volume en- 
titled “A Reader’s History of Ameri- 
can Literature,” which is intended to 
be used as a text-book. The book, 
whatever its aim, is deemed worthy 
of areview in The Nation, and one re- 
mark or suggestion in this review 
seems worthy of comment. After 
Saying a good word for American 
literature, as far as it goes, and sug- 
gesting that all good literature, here 
as elsewhere, will be produced by 
those who keep the traditions of good 
literature alive, and aim, not at 
Americanism, but excellence—after 
this’ axiomatic suggestion, The Na- 
tion goes on to remark that it is 
“surprised by the slighting praise 
given here’—that is, in the Higgin- 
son-Boynton compilation—“to ‘Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin,’ and the suggestion that 
the northern reader finds it hard ‘to 
understand the enthusiasm with 
which it was received, both here and 
abroad.’ ” 

But what is really surprising is that 
a northern critic, especially a compil- 
ing critic, should so happily hit on a 
fact that is almost psychological in 
its nature. When Mrs. Stowe’s book 
appeared the whole civilized world 
was beside itself on the question of 
Slavery. The pulpits, the political 
parties and the philanthropists were 
thundering away on the question; 
orators, pamphleteers, preachers and 
literary vagrants in all parts of the 
world were adding to the din and 
confusion, each piping upon his par- 
ticular instrument. Exeter Hall] for- 
£0t all its religious controversies and 
projects of conversion and turned its 
attention to the evils of Slavery. The 
sun Was up, the hour was warm and 
the time was ripe. 

And just at this moment—the 
psychological moment—“Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin” made its appearance, and it 
was at once seized upon as the very 
thing the world had been looking for. 
By the south, by the north and by 
the world at large, it was regarded as 
an exposure of the evils of slavery. 
Such was its interpretation and such 
was its intention, and out into the 
world .it went, where it was hailed as 
something more than a _ work of 
genius. The world wanted a popular 
attack on slavery, and was trembling 
for just such an exposure ag Mrs. 
Stowe’s book was supposed to be. 
Waiting thus on its tip-toes, the world 
read into the volume what it never 
contained. 

What is surprising is not the slight- 
ing praise given to the book in Mr. 
Higginson’s compilation, but the f 
that it has taken so long for the ndrth 
to discover that “Uncle Tom’s Ca n,” 
as far as it goes, and with Only a few 
changes here and there, might have 
been written by a southern man 
woman as a defense of Slavery. Th 
book is no better and no worse how 
than it was two or three genera. 
tions ago; all its characters that are 
noble or lovely were nurtured at the 
black bosom of slavery, and al] its 
characters that are especially crue] 
or brutal are aliens to the soil of the 
south. 

The reason that it is hard to under. 
stand the enthusiasm with which it 
was received, both here and abroad, 
is because the northern public, with 
few exceptions, are bravely cured of 
the maudlin sentimentality that came 
to the surface whenever slavery was 
discussed; slavery itself is a thing of 
the past that has no mourners; and 


everybody, both large and small, is 
able to view things im the proper pro- 
portion.

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Ratification of the Canal Treaty. 
By an overwhelming vote the 


Panama canal treaty has been rati- 
fied, and the way is now clear for 
the work of actual construction of 
the greatest engineering feat in the 
world’s history. 

The vote shows that a large ma- 
jority of the democratic sena- 
tors favored the ratification of the 
treaty, thus removing this question as 
a source of polifieal contention dur 
ing the approaching national cam- 
paign—for which there is much to be 
thankful! 

Public sentiment, with one accord, 
should now unite in the demand that 
the work of construction be pushed 
with as little delay as’ possible, 

All the world is expectantly await- 
ing the completion of the great work 
undertaken by the United States, and 
no part of the world is to be more 
benefited by it than the southern 
states of the American union. 

In the make-up of the commission 
which will have charge of the con- 
struction of the Panama canal, it is 
to be assumed that President Roose- 
velt will select several of the en- 
gineer officers of the army, ag the 
work which that body will have to do 
will be of a practical character. The 
financial side ig taken care of by con- 
gress; the part the commission must 
play will ‘have to do with the prac- 
tical work of superintending con- 
struction. 

In this connection the suggestion 
has been made that some one of the 
younger officers of the engineer 
corps might be selected as a member 
of the commission to serve as execu- 
tive officer or secretary, and mention 
is made of Major Symons, now on 
duty at the white house, and Captain 
C. C. Gillette, the ranking captain of 
the corps. 

Both of these men are said to be 
excellently equipped for this particu- 
lar service. There are doubtless 
other members of the corps who pos- 
sess the same qualifications.

WIDOW’S PENSION FUND 


IS ALMOST EXHAUSTED 


Interesting Question Will 


Be Submitted to Attorney 


General Hart--Can One Pension Fund Be Used * 
To Supplement Another ? 


LINDSEY finds himself in qu-te a 

quandary as the result of a deficit 
in the fund provided for the payment of 
pensions to indigent widows, a new class 
of pensioners provided for by act of the 
legislature about four years ago. 

The legislature appropriated only $90,- 
000 for the payment of this class of 
pensioners, and that amount is now about 
exhausted,” while’ there are still forty- 
three counties to be paid, and in these 
forty-three counties some 300, or more, 
indigent widows are waiting for their 
pension checks. At $60 per widow, this 
means a shortage of about $18,000. 

Commissioner Lindsey found himself in 
a similar predicament last year, being 
nearly $10,000 short in the fund for the 
indigent widows, while there was a 
6urplus in other pensions funds. The 
legislature was applied to for relief in 
the matter, and gave him authority to 
pay these pensions from that surplus. 

The same legislature then passed a 
resolution, which was signed by the gov- 
ernor August 15, 1903, providing that 
whenever there was a deficit in any 
particular pension fund, while in another 
there was a surplus, such surplus might 
be used to make up the existing deficit. 
Now, there is a genera] law which de- 
Clares that every appropriation must 
stand for itself, and that no surplus in 
any ane appropriation can be used to 
make good a deficit in another. Here 
Pension Commissioner Lindsey is con- 
fronted by a general law which says one 
thing and a resolution relating to a par- 
ticular subject which has the effect of 
repealing the general law so far as it 
relates to pension appropriations. 

Naturally Commissioner Lindsey is in 
a quandary. He has submitted the mat- 
ter to Attorney General Hart, and wants 
to know whether he can supply the 
defic.t in the widows’ pension fund from 
the surplus in the other funds. He also 
wants to know if the effect of this reso- 
lution is to make all the money appro- 
priated to pensions one appropriation 
subject to draft for any class of pension 
payments. It is expected the attorney 
genera] will reply today or tomorrow. 

If it is held that the pension commis- 
sioner can use the surplus from one 
fund to make good the deficit in another, 
there will be no trouble about pay:ng the 
widows, because there is quite a surplus, 
or promise of it at least, in every pension 
fund except that appropriated for indi- 
gent widows, which shows the deficit 
stated. The capitol officials are anxious 
that these pensions shall be paid, and 
there is little doubt that the money will 
be forthcoming. Certainly they will not, 
if they can help it, let a technicality 
stand in the way.

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REPLIES TO DR. BROUGHTON. 


Rev. Crawford Jackson Writes in 
Reference to the Proposed 
Juvenile Court. 

Dr. Crawsord W. Jackson, who has 
taken a great interest in the establish- 
ment of a juvenile court in Atlanta, has 
written a card to The Constituion in 
which he takes issue with certain utter- 
ances made by Dr. Len G. Broughton 
last Sunday. Dr. Jackson seeks to show 
the need and importance of a juvenile 
court and the good which he believes it 

would accomplish. 

His card follows: 

Editor Constitution: I did not hear Dr. 
L. G. Broughton last Sunday night, but 
I did read a report of that part of his 
address bearing on the juvenile court 
enterprise which was published in Mon- 
day’s issue of your paper. 

Moreover, to be fair and accurate, I 
called up Dr. Broughton over the ’phone 
to know his position. It is quite evident 
that he misunderstands the _ central 
thought and the comprehensive purpose 
of a juvenile court, and, as far as his in- 
fluence goes, has hastily stabbed a move- 
ment which looks to the salvation of 
our juvenile offenders and unfortunates. 
The central thought of this needed in- 
stitution ts REFORMATION of the 
youths to be dealt with, and the compre- 
hensive purpose looking to this end is 
their separation altogether from adult 
criminals both in prison and the place of 
trial, placing them under a system of 
probation, lasting as long as is thought 
best, seeking the cooperation of the 
parent or guardian and making an effort, 
if they prove incorrigible, to put them 
in a reformatory. 

Furthermore, everybody knows who is 
at all informed on the subject that the 
city council cannot establish a juvenile 
court, however necessary and salutary; 
that will have to be done by the state 
legislature. But the city council can 
tuke a long step in this direction, mak- 
ing provision for everything but a juve- 
nile court proper. The city council has 
never been asked by amy person or per- 
sons, so far as I know, to establish a 
juvenile court. But at our last union 
mass meeting held in Wesley Memorial 
Tabernacle February 14, there were two 
resolutions read by the pastor of that 
church who called for a rising vote and 
thus they were unanimously adopted by 
that large and enthusiastic audience. 
Those resolutions have been published 
and need not be reproduaed here, but it 
is well to say briefly that they requested 
the city authorities to go as far as their 
elty charter would permit, and the sec- 
ond resoiution, in the shape also of a 
request to the mayor and general council, 
-alled for a united effort on the part of 
the city and county officials in obtain- 
ing by legislative act a juvenile court 
for the city and the county and to let 
the strong arm of the city help and en- 
large the present Fulton county re- 
formatory, which needs and ought to 
have Atlanta's support. 

And Dr. Broughton fights a movement 
which means all this—the reformation of 
boys who are now being ruined. He calls 
loudly for a reformatory, not knowing 
that the juvenile court idea and every- 
thing connected with it is REFORMA- 
TORY. 

He says “hundreds of boys and girls 
that are now screened from publicity for 
their wildcat sowing would be jerked up 
and branded with a court trial.” 

This is exactly what the juvenile courts 
of the land seek to prevent—and they are 
gratifyingly successful—and it is exactly 
what such an institutién in Atlanta 
would not do. 

But it is exactly what is done, in addi- 
tion to the ruinous criminal associa- 
tions, under the present legalized sys- 
tem. Judge Broyles is doing the best he 
can, but he wisely sees the necessity of 
a change in our juvenile system and has 
been kind enough to listen to and grant 
my requests for wayward boys in every 
single instance—when not handicapped by 
a law that made no provision for the 
moral reformation of such boys. 

Again he says: “The new court would 


have to have business, or go out of bus!- 
ness. To get this new business all sorts 
of petty crimes of boys and girls would 
be brought to light and eternal disgrace 
stamped upon the young who might be 
saved by the right kind of treatment 
Here again he is equally wide of the 
mark, which means that he misses the 
truth of the matter IN TOTO. 
The juvenile court would and could 
onlv deal with the juvenile offenders, 
such as would be arrested and are now 
arrested by the police force. One of the 
judges of such a court north told me 
that the system had the tendency to 
decrease rather than increase the num- 


wer of arrests.

James Martin Dies for Killing of J. 
R. Williams. C 

Butte, Mont., February 23.—James Mar- 
tin was hanged today for the murder 
of J.. R Williams, at Silver Bow Junc- 
tion in May, !902. The trap Was sprung 
at 4:42 a. m. The hanging took plac? 
in the utter darkness, and the only in- 
dieation that the trap was sprung was 
the 4rop. The neck was broken by the 
fall. Martin's only words on the scatf- 
fold were: ‘Good by, God blass you 
all.” 

The crime for which James Martin, 
as he was known, was hanged, was the 
killing of John R. Williams, a railroad 
fireman, in an attempted holdup. On May 
19, 1902, Martin and Charlies Lennox 
met Williams at Silver Bow Junction. 
Williams showed some money while in 
a saloon, and Martin and Lennox fol- 
lowed him to the depot, where Williams 
intended to take a train for Anaconda. 

Williams resisted their attempt to rop 
him, and was knocked down. One Of 
the would-be robbers—it never has been 
settled definitely which—shot Williams, 
The two men then ran off without se- 
curing any money. Willlams died the 
next day. Martin and Lennox were 
soon captured, tried, convicted and gen-

DELIVERS OPENING ADDRESS 


At the Afternoon Session the Con- 
vention Gets Down to Business 
and Much Is Accomplished 
the First Day—The Pro- 
gramme for Today.

‘Schools shal] be eretted in each county, 
and supported at the general expense of 
the state.’ From the dawn of statehood 
to this epochal year, each of the consti- 
tutions under which we have lived has 
recognized the importance of providing 
for the education of all the children of 
the state. As a result of the sentsment 
back of these constitutional provisions, 
Georgia today makes a direct appropria- 
tion of more money from the state treas- 
ury, according to per capita wealth, for 
the support of her various educational 
institutions, than any state in the union. 
She appropriates annual'yv to the common 
school fund $1,591,441, and to various 
colleges $171,000. In add:tion to these 
appropriations nearly al] of the cities 
and larger towns of the state, and many 


of the counties have independent systems. 


supported by local taxation. 

“Our present common school system is 
by No means perfect. [t was inaugurat- 
ed in !872, and has been improved by 
amendments from time to time as ex- 
perience suggested the necessity. Under 
recent legislation our system rill be

“It gives me great pleasure as the 
chief executive of my state to refer to 
such a record of advancement before an 
audience of educators, as it makes it 
easier for them to feel at home when 
they understand that they are breathing 
an atmosphere of educational progress. 

“You have honored my state with your 
presence, and it is Georgia’s desire that 
you feel at home.”’ 3 

W. B. Merritt Speaks. .- 

Hon. William B. Merritt, state school 
commissioner of Georgia, extended a cor- 
dial invitation to all of those present, 
and thanked them heartily for their co- 
operation in bringing the present con- 
vention to Atlanta this year. After point- 
ing out some of the many po:nts of his- 
torical interest about Attianta, he re- 
viewed at some length the history of 
education in Georgia and the south. 
“You may be surprised,’ he said, ‘at 
the accomplishments we achieve with so 
small an amount of money. But we pay 
our teachers in atmosphere, climate ana 
sunshine. You have seen what kind of 
weather we have here, and this weather 
means much. It means that our teach- 
ers do not need to buy fuel, and this 
same Georgia sunshine has meant the 
saving of expenses in many other ways. 

“T will not put too much stress on 
illiteracy, for this is not our long suit. 
But I hope that we may all give special 
attention to the rural schools, and 
assure you it will give me great pleasure 
to have you visit the country schools of 
Georgia. And ] want to tel. you that it 
is not only my op:mion, but that of some 
of the best educators in our country, 
that Georgia has among its teachers of 
rural schools, among the best instructors 
to be found anywhere. One reason for 
this is the fact that our Georgia teach- 
ers keep of studying and reading in a 
way that is a constant help in their 
work. 

“Before the war, or in the ‘50s, the 
south led in education. And right here 
I want to say something to you from the 
north. Tne literature of the American 
nation is a great literature. We of the 
south study your Longtellow, ak fem 
Irving, Cooper and other great wr — 
But the greatest poet of our coun ry, 
Sidney Lanier, of Georgia, is sang ong feo 
known to you.

Education at the Exposition. : 

“Bucation at the Universal Bxpoe- 
tlon,. 1904,’" was the subject of Howard 
J. Rogers, the next speaker. Mr. Ros- 
ers is chief of the department of er" 
tfon at the coming world’s fair. He #4 
in part: 
wa great international exposition re 
the result of chance conditions. ore 
historic sentiment may give the hace 
tmpulse, but it is quickly subordin 
€o the world-forces which come to @& 
common center for the puilding of he 
world’s fair. A universal exposition 
an epoch-making event. It determines 
the relative progress of each country’ in 
every phase of human endeavor; it fixes 
the standard of national enterprises for 
the coming decade and generation. 
“Each of the internationgl expositions 
has had its controlling mofive. In this, 
however, at Paris, art, in its broadest 
sense as applied to industries as well 
as to the pute'y esthetic, Was the mo- 
tive. In Philadelphia, national sentiment 
received its highest recognition in ex- 
position history. At St. Louis, 1904, the 
motive avowed at the beginning and em- 
phasized throughout, is education. Ed- 
ucation in its broadest terms is meant. 
The education which comes to a people 
from observing art and architecture in 
heroic models: from inspecting exhibits 


grouped with regard to their independ- 


ence and relation to each other; and 
from seeing processes in connection with 
the exhibits which will take the raw m4- 
terial and transform it under the eyes 
of the waiting crowd into the finished 
product ready for the markets. 

“The exhibits in this exposition have 
been carefully and logically classified 
and education placed at the head, be- 
cause through it man enters into social 
life. 

“The object of the educational exhibit 
is two-fold: first to secure a comparative 
exhibit from every country In the world; 
second, to secure a comprehensive exhibit 
of every phase of éducational effort in 
this country. The foreign nations of 
England. France, Germény, Russia, 
Italy, Sweden, Belgium, Japan, China, 
Mexico, Cuba, Prazi] and Argentina are 
participating. Thirty states are exhib- 
itors, and all of the principal univer- 
sities, such as Harvard, Yale, Columbia, 
Cornell, Johns Hopkins, Chicago, Michi- 
Gan, Wisconsin. Ilinots, etc. 

“Every foot of space in the seven-acre 
vuflding devoted to edutation, has been 
allotted, and the greater part of the in- 
stallation now. under way. 

“No positive assertion can be made 
concerning fhe exhibit, but if the plan 
of arrangement proves tenable and the 
exhibits are thoroughly in accord, the 
exhibit will be a success. Under this 
condition there will be demonstrated the 
right of education to the first place in 
a classification of the world’s activities:

there will be demonstrated the unity of 
the educational processes of this country; 
and there will be demonstrated the su- 
pemority of the training given our youth 
over that given the youth of 
other countries in all that tends to 
produce a Self-reliant, loyal and well- 
rounded citizen of the republic.’ 


W. T. Harris Speaks. 

W. T. Harris, commissioner of edu- 
cation of the United States, of Wash- 
ington, spoke of the exhibit of the 
Umited States Bureau of Education. He 
explained that the work of the bureau 
was of a comparative nature; that is 
comparing the work of methods of edu- 
cation, with ourselves and with our 
foreign neighbors. In this way the bu- 
reau marks the trend of nations. Dr. 
Harris spoke of the great value of 
charts in the work o€ illustrating the 
work and growth of @éducatfon. These 
charts will show typical counties in dif- 
ferent parts of each state in the union. 
Included tn the chart will be photo- 
graphs of the schools, scholars and 
teachers, together with all of the edu- 
cational statistics of tat particular 
county. 

In the Same way exhibits will be made 
by the buBeau to show the historic trend 
of educatin. In a practical way the 
growth of education and the American 
publfe schools will be presented. In ad- 
dition, monographs and leaflets will be 
supplied for the student who wants to 
place himself in close touch with all 
of the latest and most improved methods 
of education. 

On the subject, “Some City Exhibits; 
Their Purpose and Plan,’ F. Louis Sol- 
dan, superintendent of schools of St. 
Louis, was the first speaker. Professor 
Soldan ifMustrated with modelsa very in- 
teresting talk on what will be done in 
this way at the coming World's fair. 
Included in this exhibit there will be 
model school rooms, showing the latest 
methods in the form of English, manual 
training, kindergarten and higher 
branches of education. 

Professor Soldan then showed # number 
of examples of the work done by students 
in the public schools of St. Louis from 
the Kindergarten to the high school. 
These illustrations represented the ar- 
tistic work of the students, drawing, 
book-binding and illustrating. These, he 
explained, would be displayed, ag also 
a number of enlargements from photo- 
graphs of St. Louis school rooms, an 
example of which was given. Professor 
Soldan also exhibited a number of col- 
ered charts showing attendance and 
Other statistics of St. Louis public 
schools. In this connection it was 
shown that one-tenth of the pupils were 
colored. Professor Soldan closed with a 


‘ cordial weicg@me to all present and all 
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interested in education, to visit the ex- 
hibit of St. Louis public schools at the 
world’s fair. 

Professor Soldan was followed by An- 
drew W. Edson, associate superintendent 
of schools of New York city, who spoke 
of New York’s educational exhibit at 
the coming world’s fair. Professor Edson 
dwelt at considerable length on what 
his city proposed to do in this connec- 
tion, and stated that it was their pur- 
pose to show the process rather than 
the product of the work accomplished in 
the graded schools. The exhibit would 
include examples of the written and ar- 
tistic work of the pupils and photo- 
graphs and models of the school build- 
ings of New York, which he believed to 
be the finest by far of sehool architec- 
ture to be found anywhere. 

Before the session closed, President 
Pmefson said that he wished to thark 
all of thé Atlantans for their hospitality, 
and assure them of the pleasure it af- 
forded those of the north to visit thaee 
of the south. He also believed that the 
best resnits could be accomplished in 
this way, and e&ch section would re- 
celve as much as it gave. 

Afternoon Session. 

The subject of principal interest at the 
afternoon session was brought up in the 
discussion of Professor McMurry’s paper 
on “What Omissions are advisable in 
the present course of study and what 
should be the basis for the same.” Pro- 
fessor McMurry comes from the Teach- 
ers’ college of Columbia university. From 
what Professor McMurry had to say, it 
would seem that the youth of the com- 
ing generation are going to have a very 
Pleasant time with the elimination of 
such unpleasant things as cube root. the 
potential mood and other awkward stum- 
bling blocks in the way of elementary 
education. 

Professor McMurry said that to save 
time it would be better for the sake” of 
argument to admit that the present 
course of study was overcrowded. He 
then went back to the history of educa- 
tion beginning with the period of the 
three ‘“R’s’’ and spelling and sketched in 
outline the adding of new studies until 
the sresent curriculum of the public 
schools had been attained. [n this pres- 
ent period there was such a great variety 
of subject matter that a judicious selec- 
tion of the best was essential. 

The speaker then reviewed the work of 
the schools of France, Germany und 
other European countries at some length. 
He spoke particularly of the French in 
devoting half of their time to the work 
of review. He was of the opinion that 
this thoroughness was one of the great 
essentials of education. He bellfeved that

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there was much abstruse matter in the 
text books at present that was worth- 
less stuff, not necessary even for per- 
Plexity at examination time. The proper 
aim of education was to best fit the 
student for the meeting of the necessities 
which he must confront fn after life. 

For this reason he advised omitting 
much in the present course, not in the 
but in the subject 
matter of these studies. Among the 
omissions recommended in arithmetic 
were the greatest common divisop’as a 
separate subject, all common fractions 
except those of a very low denomination 
and customary in business, complex ani 
compound fractions as separate topics, 
compound proportion, equation of pay- 
ments (made wnnecessary by improved 
banking facilities) and cube root. 

All algebra except such simple use of 
the equation as is directly helpful in 
arithmetic. | 

In geography 
matters and questions fer which 
{is no social demand. 

In grammar, the potential mood could 
probably be omitted and all of the minor 
classifications such as the kinds of Im- 
iting and of qualifying adjectives, of co- 
ordinate and subordinate conjunctions, 
etc. 

Professor McMurry also advised that 
tle subject matter In those brunches that 
offer mere aggregation of facts be 
brought under as few large. headings as 
possible so that the mind of the student 
would not be confused with an immensity 
of matter, much of which was not es- 
sential. 

In closing he said: ‘“‘We must honestly 
agree to be willing to admit and omit 
many things even ‘hough they have 
long been held sacrégd and were even in- 
strumental in bringing many of us to 
our present high state of perfection. Als 
have been radicals for many years in 
admitting new things. Let us apply 
the same spirit now to the omissions.” 


Paper Makes Fine Impression. 

This paper was followed by a general 
discussion in which most of the speakers 
while not caring to go quite as far ag 
Professor McCurry, believed that the 
time had come for the choosing of 
Omissions. 

J. H. Phillips, superintendent of the 
eéchools of Birmingham, agreed that the 
paper was one of the most timely and 
most valuable that bad been offered to 
the association in years. He did not be- 
lieve, however, that the spirit of civilf- 
zation, commercialism or social demands 
should be alone considered as the criterion 
in the aim of educatiqn. More than thie 
was required. The Inheritance of tn- 
stincts were born in the animal and de- 
veloped with the development of the phy- 
Sical organs. With the child in addition 
to the inheritance of faculties were the 
great opportunities and influences that 
were stored in education and environ- 
ment. He wanted to see different stand- 
ards of heroism introduced and the fact 
taught that there were just as great 
heroes of peace as were those of war. 
Concluding, he said: “We want to revo- 
lutionize our ideaJs along more ethical 
lines and make tbe work of education 
always joyous and one of great blessing." 

In the discussion of Professor Me- 
Murry’s paper, E, H. Mark, superin- 
tendent of schools at Louisville, stated 
that he agreed with much that had ‘heen 
said. He differed, however, in many 
things. He considered that Placing the 
subjects In the Iimited sphere of social 
needs. While he was not in favor of 
worth:ess subjects, he believed that edi- 
cation should be of such a nature as to 
look forward to the future and the 
changes that it may bring. He consid- 
ered that the great alm of educattion was 
the formation of good habits, the ability 
of concentration of mind and the choos- 
ing of proper and helpful reading. He 
was not in favor of making the ele- 
mentary education so easy that the child 
could in any way mistake the work of 
study for play. The child must learn

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that there is something more serious In 
life than those which were most inter- 
esting. 

He was further opposed to eliminating 
studies that were not interesting for that 
reason alone. There were many things 
in life which were not interesting which 
had to be met, and the same was true in 
the educational world. 


Clinton S. Marsh Talks. 

Clinton S. Marsh outlined the follow- 
ing in his discussion of the paper: 

‘The subjects of the puble school cur- 
riculum below the high schools common- 
ly accepted may be placed in five cor- 
related groups. 

“Il. Reading, spelling, 
fuage and writing. 

“2. History, geography, 
and language. 

“3. Kindergarten, manual training, 
drawing, nature study and number. 

“4. Music and literature. 

‘5S. Numbeg (unrelated). 

“There are not so many subjectg in 
the schools. The child comes into the 
world with no knowledge whatever. He 
gains all concepts and knowledge through 
his five senses. Sense training is there- 
fore essential to his unfoldment. By 
touch and sight he adjusts himself 
through the kindergarten. drawing, color 
and manual training in such a way that 
he adjusts his brain cells and muscular 
sense; and in the process he shapes ob- 
jects In clay, wood, iron, raffia, etc., to 
correspond with the things that are not 
a part of himself and gains a knowledge 
of reiations without which training he 
sees things apart. 

“By studying music, he not only trains 
the fourth sense, but adds to the joy of 
life. Thus by these manual arts and 
music he is enabled to adjust himself to 
his environment. No one questiong the 
Values of the other subjects mentioned. 
It is because such subjects are not usu- 
ally treated as correlated to other sub- 
jects that there seems to be too great a 
number and digested programmes whose 
material are undigested, 

“Two methods will solve the problem 
without casting away any subject—first 
by elimination of topics. In the first two 
primary grades confine number to count- 
ing and the incidents of the school room.

HOSPITAL MAKES COMPLAINT. 


Charged That Foreign Patients Are 
Sent Here for Free Treat- 
ment. 

Considerable complaint is being made b 
the authorities of the Grady hospital on 
account of the fact that the contractors 
of the new line of the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad, are sending sick workmen to 
Atlanta to be cared for and treated with 

the city’s charity. 

Hundreds of men, most of whom are 
negroes, are engaged in the work of 
grading on the Seaboard Air Line’s Bir- 
mingham division, between Atlanta and 
Dallas, and the hospita& authorities state 
that during the past two months, a total 
of at least thirty or forty sick negroes 
have been sent to Atlanta from hjs 
work. It is charged that the negroes are 
put off of the trains in the union depot 
without money or friends and there they 
remain until taken in charge by the po- 
lice and sent to the hospital. 

If the party is sick, he eannot be left 
adrift in the city with nowhere to go 
and the hospital is compelled to take him 
as a matter of humanity. The negroes 
come from various sections of the coun- 
try and under the law it is claimed are 
not entitled to charity treatment in the 
hospital. The physicians atate that some 
of the negroes declare they jive in Aft- 
lanta, but that when closely pressed, it 
ig discovered that they come from some 
other place. The hospita] authorities feel 
that the ctiy is being imposed on and it 
is probable that some definite steps will 
be taken in an effort to secure an ade- 
quate remedy.

Former ‘Russian Notlewo- 
man Who Passes Away 
in Chicago. 


Chicago, February 23.—Mme. Fuleonora 
Petrelli, once a world-renowned opera 
singer, and widow of Prince Von Petroff 
of Russia, has died in an obscure hotel 
in Chicago alone and in want, save for 
the charity of strangers. Daughter and 
heiress of one of the wealthiest families 
in Scandinavia, this wonderful woman 
lived to see two great fortunes melt away 
and to have her title of royalty taken 
from her.

SERIOUS FIRE IN NEW YORK. 


Fireman Have Narrow Escape With 
Their Lives. 

New York, February 23.—In constant 
danger of an explosion of three immense 
gas tanks, each containing 1,500,000 
cubic feet of illuminating gas, across the 
street, New York firemen today fought

“The gambling den, so long a feature 
of Macon, appears to have been closed 
within itself. But there 1s every reason 
to believe these same nefarious games 
are being conducted in rooms occupled 
hy other organizations Classing them- 
selses as clubs. 

“These places are not only used by 
these. gamblers who have been driven 
from their rendezvous, but they are con- 
ducted merely as a@ place for that pastime 
and for the sale of booze. That being 
the case, I am of the opinion that al] 
these joints should he closed, and that 
the three clubs I have indicated should 
be allowed to continue without paying a 
license.”’ 

The resolution exempting the Cherokee, 
the Progress and the Elks was adopted. 
A motion by Alderman Damour directily 
the chief of police to see that all alleged 
clubs should be closed was adopted.

WOULD KNOCK 
OFF INTEREST 


Mississippi Legislator Wants 
To Change Chickasaw 
School Law. | 


Jackson, Miss, February 23.—(Spe- 
cia).)—The most important resolution 
that has been offered in the legislature 
during the present session is the measure 
offered by Mr. Byrd, of Newton, seeking 
to secure the repeal of section 212 of the 
constitution, which requires the state to 
pay 6 per cent interest on the Chickasaw 
school fund. 

This fund amounts to ‘about $940,000 
and was created in the early fifties from 
lands donated by the United States gOvV- 
ernment for schooi purposes. The con- 
Stitution of 1890, in section 212, makes 
it Obligatory upon the state to pay the 
twenty-one counties entitled to porticipa- 
tion 6 per cent Interest on the fund. The 
payment of interest last year amounted 
to $55,573.54. 

Mr. Byrd believes that the state can 
refund this trust fund on a long term 
bond at 3 per cent, and thus save over 
$25,000 in interest each year. His view is 
approved by many members af the lower 
house, who are heartily th favor of the 
repeal of the section, but a stiff fight will 
be made from the members who are in 
the Chickasaw school fund district. 

Tife counties embraced in this -district 
and who annually receive interest in 
Sums ranging from $50 to $1,500, are 
Alcorn, Benton, Calhoun, Chickasaw, 
Clay, DeSoto, Ittawamba, Lafayette, 
Lee, Marshall, Monroe, Panola, Ponto- 
toc, Prentiss, Quitman, Tallanatchie, 
Tate, Tippah, Tishomingo, Union, Web- 
Ster and Yalobusha. 

These counties have a representation 
of thirty-five members in the lower house, 
which is sufficient to form a very lively 
opposition. 

After Illicit Retailers. 

The passage by the senate of a bill giv- 
ing municipal authorities jurisdiction 
within 3 miles of the corporate limits in 
illicit retailing cases is a measure of 
much interest to every town in the state 
maintaining special police powers. The 
Object of the bill is to allow city offi- 
cers to go beyond their usual jurisdiction 
and break up the blind tiger joints estab- 
lished along the roadsides for the ex- 
press purpose of selling liquor to persons 
going to and from town. 

If this bill is enacted into law it will 
be of particular value to the Jackson 
police, who for the past several years 
Nave made occasional] and ineffectual at- 
tempts to break up the illicit joints on 
the Rankin turnpike, but have been pre- 
vented from so doing by the fact that 
they are located in an adjoining county, 
This measure disregards county lines in 
conferring special authority, and a de- 
termined effort will be made to get it 
through the lower house during the 
present week. 


Lively Session of Solons. 

Tomorrow's session of the lower house 
promises to be one of the most spirited 
since the body convened, The proposed 
amendments to the insurance laws are 
the special order for the day, and the 
vote thereon promises to be quite close, 
as a strong opposition has developed to 
some of the features of the bill. 

No hope is entertaineé of securing the 
elimination of real estate from the opera- 
tions of the valued policy law, and many 
members are opposed to granting this ex- 
emption to personal property. By some 
insurance men it is contended that it 
will be useless to grant one exemption 
without the other. The f te of the meas- 
ure is quite uncertain, w) ch greatly addg 
to the Interest of the orthcoming de- 
bate. 

Money Pleasés the People. 


Numerous expressions of approval were 


heard about the state house today over 
the dispatches from Washington 


an- 
nouncing that Senator Money has con- 
cluded to vote for the Panama cana] 
treaty and thereby accede in the wishes 
of the legislature, as expressed in the 
joint resolutions adopted several weeks 
ago. 

United States Senator Mclaurin was 
In the city last night and politely but 
firmly declines to say how his vote is go- 
ing to be cast on the treaty. 

“Have you made up your mind on the 
subject, senator?’ he was asked. 

‘Yes,’ was the ready reply. 

“How have you made it wp?’ 

The senator shook his head, smiled and 
evadefl the question. From remarks he 
has made during his stay at the capital, 
however, the inference may be strongly 
given that his vote will be In opposition 
to the ratification of the treaty.

Columbus Soon To Haye New 
Line, 


Announced That Promoters of Bir- 
mingham, Columbus and S&t. 
Andrews Bay Railroad Are 
Ready To Begin Work 
of Construction. 


Columbus, Ga., February 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Work upon the Birmingham, Co- 
lumbus and St. Andrew Bay ruillroad 
will begin within one month, in all prob- 
ability, is the interesting announcement 
made by Lemuel E. Miller, of Philadel- 
phia, the contractor who !s to build the 
road, while in this city today. 

This company proposes to build a line 
from Birmingham to S8t. Andrew bay, 
Via Columbus. It is about 200 miles 
from here to St. Andrew bay, which {!s 


one 6f the finest harbors on the entire 
eulf coast, its depth varying from 23 
to 60 feet. The road will go through 
a rich timber section in southeast Ala- 
bama and west Florida, and will be the 
only north and south road in that seo 
tion. 

Mr. Miller stated that the first work 
would be to fil1!n the gap from Chipley, 
Fla., to St. Andrew bay, a distance of 
about 50 miles. For some 40 miies of 
this distance the ngad will go through a 
Virgin forest. From Chipley the road 
will be built northward, in this direction, 
via Eufaula, Ala. 

Mr. Miller Is enthusiastic over the pro- 
posed road, which he says wil! give the 
Southern railway, which already entefs 
Columbus from _the north, a direct out- 
let to a gulf port. He says that this 
route will be the shortest Ilne from the 
north and east to the Gulf of Mexico 
‘by 150 miles, and that this will be a 
tremendous advantage, especially 
the Panama canal is built, when trade 
will move on north and south Instead of 
east and west lines.

method. He must be in close and S8ym- 
pathetic touch with the principals and 
thoughtful teachers so as to get an un- 
colored view of their thoughts and expe- 
riences. 

“A course of study should be suggestive 
rather than prescriptive. It should repre- 
sent the combined work of principals. 
teachers, and the superintendent. The 
principals and grade teachers should 
have representatives on the superintend- 
ent’'s cabinet for the discussion of the 
matter and method of the course. This 
insures not only a good working-for- 
mula but intelligent cooperation in carry- 
ing it into effect. The superintendent 
must know more than any one of them 
about the subject in {ts wholeness and 
unity but his subordinates may know 
more than he In their respective fields, 
espectally as to what is attainable In the 
severa] grades. We need more democra- 
cy in our educational practicé, more 
recognition of the ideas of the workers, 
more freedom, and a larger demand for 
the exercise of personal good judgment 
on the part of teachers. A system of 
schools organized in this way becomes 
a normal training school of the best 
type. 

“The school should give more manual 
work. though not less knowledge—more 
backetry, weaving, sewlng and knife- 
work. We do not need less number 
work and less grammar work, but we 
aeed a method by which children shal! 
be encouraged or enabled to use their 
growing number-knowledge consciously 
and progressively in form and art work, 
in nature-study and geography and in the 
various manual doings related to these 
and other studies. Similarly, they should 
be enabled to use their growing knowl- 
edge of grammar in creative oral and 
written language work in relation not 
only to Nterature but to every other sub- 
ject of vitai interest. 

“The superintendent’s faith must be 
‘large in time.’ Evolution Is slow, and 
radical changea In instruction and train- 
ing do not accord with the natural 
growth institutions, especially those 
that influence the spirit of man. The 
superintendent is the ‘governor and the 
‘fiv-wheel’ of the educational system.

‘The rapid movement of our populafion 
into cities has made the physical] train- 
ing of the boys and girls reared in these 
congested centers a matter of vita] im- 
portance. Where shall they get such 
training, if not in the schools? The 
question has a moral bearing too. After 
school and @urtng nolidayg the city boy 
roams the streets and acquires the lan- 
guage and morals of the streets. The 
country boy roams the hills and hag free 
access to “God's first temples.’’ What 
can we offer the city boy in exchange 
for his paradise lost except the gymna- 
sium, the athletic fleld, the playground? 
I believe that these things are destined 
to become recognized parts of the edu- 
cational plants of vur cities; that ath- 
letics will be put upon an educational 
basis, and that the abuses now com- 
plained of will disappear. 

“These advantages, !t seems to me, are 
too valuable to be lightly thrown away.

Scenes Leading Up to the Final Vote 
‘Were Full of Interest—Bacon’s 
Amendment in Regard to 
Paying Colombia Was 
Voted Down. 
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HOW SENATE VOTED 
ON CANAL TREATY 


HE senate voted as fol- 

lows on the treaty: For 
ratification, 66; against rati- 
fication, 14. Paired for rat- 
ification, 6; paired against 
ratification, 3. Total, 989. 
On the basis of full senate 
voting this would be: For 
ratification, 72; against rat- 
ification, 17.

Washington, Febuary 23.—(Spectal.)— 
By a vote of 66 to 14 the Panama cana! 
treaty was ratified by the senate today, 
and the great enterprise which means 80 
much to the commerce of the world, of 
the Uniteq States, and of the southern 
Btates in particular is definitely inau- 
gurated. The detailed vote upon the 
treaty was as follows:

The proceedings leading up to the final 
vote were highly interesting. There was 
practically a full attendance of the sen- 
ate throughout the session and the gal- 
leries were crowded with interested spec- 
fators, many people being unable to gain 
admittance. 
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Bacon’s Amendment. 

The only other vote except that on rati- 
fication was on the amendment offered by 
Senator Bacon, providing for an arrang:- 
ment to compensate Colombia for loss 
of the territory of Panama. This was 
rejected by a vote of 24 to 49. It was 
party vote on the affirmative side and also 
on the negative side, with the exception 
of Mr. Gibson and Mr. McEneer, demo- 
crats, who voted with the republicans. 
Four democrats were absent when this 
vote was taken and no pairs were an- 
nounced for them. 

Some republicans also were absent on 
this vote. 

Senators generally commend the man- 
agement of the treaty by Senator Cullom, 
chairman of the committee on foreign 
relations, who has had charge of the 
measure, during both the plain and 
stormy sailing. The vote was taken 
much earlier than was at first anticipated, 
when the opponents were vigorously try- 
ing to secure enough votes to prevent 
ratification. 

The debate In executive session was 
generally upon the merits of the treaty 
with reference to the secret papers which 
were sent to the senate by the president. 
Senator Morgan made a set speech which 
occupied the greater part of the time. 
Senator Culberson made comments on the 
secret correspondence and afSserted that 
it showed that the ‘‘reasonable time” re- 
ferred to in the Spooner act was known 
to have expired, both for negotiating the 
Hay-Herran treaty and its ratification. 
Senator Culberson also read from a letter 
addressed to Dr. Albert Shaw ‘by the 
president dated October 10, 1903, {In which 
the president said he saw no hope for 
the negotiation with Colombfa and that 
he would be delighted should a revolu- 
tion occur on the {isthmus 

Mr. Berry, of Arkansas. 
he believed the defeat of the treaty 
mould restore Colombia’s sovereignty 
over Panama, he would vote againet the 
treaty, but he declared the defeat of 
the treaty would be unavailing for that 
respect. 

The ptople of the sovth wanted the 
canal, and, therefore, he said, he 
thought !t the duty of the representa- 
tives of the south to vote for the 
treaty. 

“What the people of the south want, I 
want,” he said, in concluston. 


Views of Simmons. 


Mr. Simmons, of North Carolina, said 
he belfeved the people of Panama were 
ready for a revolution, and he did not 
Dbelicve the United States officials con- 
nived at it. 

He refuted the charges that this gov- 
ernment could q held to account for 
what had taken place on the isthmus. 

“7 think the worst thing the United 
States has done,’’ Mr. Simmons said, 
“has been to maintain Colombian tyran-

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EXPLANATION MADE 
BY SENATOR BACON 
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Georgian Says He Voted for Treaty in Obedience 
to Wishes of Constituents--Doesn’t Condone 
Administration Policy. 


Washington, February 23.—(Special.)— 
Senator Bacon,.in explaining his reasons 
for casting hig vote for ratification of 
the canal treaty, said he did not care to 
enter into a discussion of any of the 
questions involved, but he made this 
statement in order that it mfght be un- 
derstood what he intended by his vote 
and particularly that there should not be 
implied by that vote anything he did not 
intend should be implied. Continuing he 
said: 

‘Tt is not necessary at this time that I 
Should state what are my views or my 
opinion relative to recent occurrences 
upon the isthmus of Panama, further 
than to say that so far as these occur- 
rences embrace actions which are al- 
leged on the part of the United States 
I entireiy disapprove of them. 

A Mooted Question. 

“It is a very much mooted question, 
and has been for many years,”’ he con- 
tinued, ‘“‘whether a senator in casting 
his vote upon any measure should be 
guided by the wishes of the people of 
his state or whether he should be con- 
trolled by his own judgment. Tire are 
very strong arguments which have been 
urged upon either side of this question. 

“There are those who think that a 
senator should be so guided, and there 
are others who contend that he should 
not be, and, as T said, very strong argu- 
ments can he adduced and have been ad- 
duced in support of elther the one or the 
other proposition Of course, one neccs« 
Snirily has to consider a qtfstion of that 
kind in the course of his senatorial ser- 
vice and it has been a matter of thought 
to me in the past. As the consequence of 
the reflection which TY have given to ft 
T have heretofore come to the conclusion. 
which J still entertain, that it fs the duty 
of a senator to he guided hv the wish 
of the people of his state when their wish 
is indicated in a manner not to leave 
him tn doubt as to what ft Is. 

“In my capacity as a senator. T stand 
as a representative. and T conve it to 
be my duty as such, generally speaking, 
where no constitutional question is in- 
volved, to vote in accordance with the 
known wish of the people of my state 


‘/upon any question of such importance, 


or where there has been such interest 
aroused in it as to elicit from the people 
an expression which leaves no doubt as 
to their wish. 


Georgia Wants Canal. 

“And, Mr. President, I think that this 
is very much so in a case where the 
measure is one of large scope, and where 
it naturally involves in a vast degree the 
material interests of the people. 

“In this particular case I desire to 
say that regardless of my own personal 
views in the matter, after the most care- 
ful inquiry by my colleague (Mr. Clay) 
and myself, and through sources of infor- 
mation coming to us voluntarily, there 
is no doubt left in our minds that it is 
the wish of a lange majority of the peo- 
ple of Georgia that we should vote for 
this treaty, and in compliance with that 
wish and in pursuance of the duty which 
I conceive devolves upon mé under such 

stances, I shall do 80. 
Oe rake to say, however, Mr. Presi- 
dent, that while I believe in fact, while 
I am quite confident that the majority 
of the people of my state desire that I 
shall vote for this treaty, I do not under- 
stand by any means that they approve 
of the recent occurrences on the isthmus 
of Panama so far as they involve any of 
the alleged actions of the United States 
in aiding the accomplishment of the revo- 
lution, I believe quite the contrary of 
that. 

“But the people of Georgia and of the 
whole south have been striving for this 
canal for fifty years and they are natu- 
rally impatient of anything @fich they 
think will cause any additional delay in 
the beginning and prosecution of the 
work of building an isthmian canal. They 
are of opinion that whatever injury has 
been done to Colombia by the dismem- 
berment of the territory of Colombia can- 
not be remedied by a rejection of the 
treaty, and they believe that the only 
practical effect of a rejection of the treaty 
is to cauge a still further delay in the 
beginning of the construction of the 
canal. 

No Approval of Roosevelt. 

“Now I know,” continued Senator Ba- 
con. “that a very great deal can be said 
and ie said contrary to the correctness 
of the proposition. Without stopping to 
discuss it, I only state it for the pur- 
pose of giving, as I understand, the po- 
sition of those who, while they favor 
the ratification of the treaty, do not ap- 
prove of illegal actions by the United 
States {n connection with the revolution 
upon the isthmus of Panama. If the 
people of Georgia thought that the rati- 
fication of the treaty Involved an approval 
of the allaged illegal aations of the 
United States in connection with the rev- 
olution as earnestly as they wish the 
building of the canal they would be op- 
posed to the ratification of the treaty. 

“T think it proper that I should fur- 
ther state that while the people of my 
state think that-.whatever wrong has 
been done to Colombia by the dismember- 
ment of the territory can not be remf- 
died by the rejection of this treaty, yet 
they are very decidedly of the opinion 
that it Is the duty of the United States 
to endeavor to agree with Colombia 
upon a peaceful settlement of all claims 
and all differences which have grown 
out of the occurrences connected with 
the recent revolution in Panama; and, 
I believe that view is shared not only 
by the people of Georgia, but generally 
by the conservative people in the Unit- 
ed States. i nave myself been very

much !mpressed with the atrength of 
that view. I] have been very much in 
sympathy with it, and I have’ very 
strongly desired to contribute what f 
could to the accomplishment of that 
end. As ts known to the senate, I! 
rave introduced a resolution and a mod- 
ified resolution, and I have offered an 
amendment to the treaty, all looking to 
this end.’’ 

Senator Bacon read his resolution as 
origina‘ly introduced. and then the modi- 
fied resolution sntended to take the place 
of the original. which is as follows: 

“Resolved, That the president be re- 
spectfully informed tha'tt the § senate 
favor and advise the negotiation, wich 
a view to Its ratification o. a treaty 
with the republic of Colombia to the end 
that they may be peacefully and ‘satis- 
factorily determined and adjusted all 
differences between the United States 
and the republic of Colombia, with the 
intent of removing any cause of {rrita- 
tion or conflict and of restoring the 
cordia! relations heretofore existing be- 
twen the T'nited States and Colombia. 
and also of securing the hearty coopera- 
tion of the Colombian people in the con- 
struction of the canal at Panama.” 

Why Changes Were Made. 

He stated he had made the changes In 
phraseology simply to meet some criti- 
cism made by senators on the other side 
of the chamber, and added that as he 
had eliminated also the provision looking 
to submission of the controversy to The 
Hague tribunal, he thought he ought to 
explain why. “I would be unwilling,’’ 
he said, ‘‘that {it should be thought I had 
abandoned the contention that a submis- 
sion to The Hague tribunal is a proper 
proceeding in case there should be a fail- 
ure in the effort at peaceful agreement, 
but as a reference to arbitration is a 
secondary proceeding only to be had when 
there is a faflure at peaceful agreement, 
that provision may very well be postpon- 
ed for the present until it is seen whether 
there can be such peaceful agreement.’’ 

Georgia and Amendment. 

Senator Bacon then read his proposed 
amendment to the treaty. He said he 
did not think it proper to discuss this 
in open session, but added: 

“I will repeat, however, that I think 
the approval of the resolutions which I 
have offered in the senate, and the 
amendment proposed to the treaty which 
I have just read, is shared not only by 
the people of Georgia, but by the thought- 
ful and conservative people of the United 
States, and I believe that as time passes 
the truth of that statement will be- 


come more apparent to the senate and to | 


the people. 

“It is not the desire of the thoughtful 
ard conservative people of the United 
States that Colombia shall be torn by 
the domestic revolution and anarchy 
which will certainly follow if the govern- 
ment of Colombia Illes down in supine 
submission and does not attempt to 
seek any redress for alleged wrongs, 
which, whether they exist or not, are be- 
lieved by the people of Colombia to exist. 
Nor is it the wish of the conservative 
and thoughtful people of the United 
States that the government of Colombia 
in the effort to avoid that domestic dis- 
order and anarchy and in the effort to 
Tedress the wrongs its people believe 
they have suffered, shall engage in a war 
with the United States, however confident 
we may be of our perfect capacity to 
deal with that war with any material sac- 
rifice on the part of the United States.”’

Kithradge Talks of Bill. 

Senator Kittredge says some modifica- 
tlon of the provision for the board of 
governorg may be necesSary when the 
duties of the isthmian canal commission 
shall have been determined. If the com- 
mission is to have charge of the work of 
constructing the canal and ts to be some- 
times on the isthmus and sometimes in

Must Report to Congress. 

Section 4 declares that all laws passed 
by the board shall be reported to con- 
gress, which reserves the power to alter 
or annul the same. Until expressly con- 
firmed by congress, the president is giv- 
en power to suspend by proclamation, in 
whole or in part, the operation of any 
law passed by the board which he shall 
find to interfere with the performance 
of the powers or duties of the president 
of the isthmian eanal commission under 
the Spooner act, the Kittredge bill. 
He js required to report such action with 
his reasons to congress at the beginning 
of its next ensuing session. 

Section 5 says the board of governors 
shall be charged with the duty of main- 
taining order, protecting the canal, rail- 
road and other property of the United 
States, preserving health and promot- 
ing morals and education in the canal 
territory. It shall maintain an adequate 
police force and, in case of exigency may 
call on any land or naval forces of tha 
United States within the territory to ref- 
der aa@Sistance, which shall be rendered 
under such rules and orders as the pres- 
ident may make; it shall enact laws and 
make regulations for the purposes afore- 
said in respect to the canal territory and 
of the c.ties of Panama and Colon, and 
the supplying of water to sald cities, but 
the president also is authorized to em- 
play officers of the army or navy for 
these purposes. 

Powers To Condemn. 

Section 6 gives the board pOwer by ju- 
dicial progeedings, and upon payment 
of due compensation, to acquire private 
lands and buildings by condemnation, 
such property to be the property of the 
United States. 

Section 7 forbids the board to borrow 
money or to issue bonds without the 
express authority of cOngress, OF to f™- 
pose or collect any tax, duty or charge 
of any kind upon property belonging to 
the government of the United States, or 
upon vessels using or passing through 
the canal, or upon their cargoeg or pas- 
sengers. 

Section 8 vests local executive author- 
ity in the board of governors, giving ii 
power to grant pardons or reprieves for 
acts against the laws Of the board and 
against the laws of the United States un- 
til the decision of the president is made 
known. 

Section 9 authorizes the board to ap- 
point a chief of police and defines his 
duties and provides that during the ab- 
sence or dfsability of all members of the 
board he shall act as executive. 

Under section 10 the board is authorized 
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to make laws and regulations for the! 


administration of justice. 

Section !! authorizes the president ts 
appoint three judges to constitute the 
United States court of Panama, and de- 
fines its duties. 


Courts Given Jurisdiction. 


Section !2 gives the circuit court of 
appeals for the second district jurisdic- 
tion for appeal and review of the acts 
of the Panama court In all civil cases, 
where an amount exceeding $5,000 {s In- 
volved, in criminal cases resulting in 
death sentence, or imprisonment for more 
than three years, or where the authority 
of the United States or the validity of a 
treaty or law of the United States Is 
in question. 

Section 13 authorizes the board to pro- 
vide for extradition from the territory 
under its control in conformity with the 
extradition treaties of the United States 
for the purposes of the section the ter- 
ritory of the canal zone is deemed a ter- 
ritory of the Thnited States, and the re- 
public of Panama a foreign country. 

Section 14 requires all officers under 
the government of the teritory to take 
athe oath of allegiance to the United States 
and renounce all foreign allegiance. 

Séction 15 provides that the terms “‘ter- 
ritorl,”” ‘‘canal territory’’ or the like, 
where employed tn the bill, shall compre- 
hend and relate to a lands, waters, har- 
bors, ports, {slands, the cities of Panama 
and Colon, and all places and property, 
in respect of which the United States !s 
now, or hereafter may be, empowered 
under said treaty or any amendment 
thereof. or supplement thereto, to pos- 
sess and exercise authority. 

Section !I6 appoints two members of 
the United States court of Panama as the 
members of the joint commission for the 
appraisement of lands pursuant to ar- 
ticles VI and XVI, of the Panama treaty. 

Other sections provide for annual re- 
ports to congress for payment of all ex- 
penses of the government of the territory 
out of the revenues 8aid government so 
far as sufficient and the remainder out 
of the treasury of the United States.

Washington, February 23.—~<After the 
vote on the Panama treaty tn the senate 
today, consideration was begun of the ag- 
ricultural appropriation bill. More than 
two hours wags consumed tn the di!scus- 
sion of an amendment making 
an appropriation for experiment 
in stock feeding, against which a point 
of order was made by Mr. Lodge and sus- 
tained. The point was finally withdrawn 
and the amendment adopted. 

Mr. Tillman protested against the ru)- 
ing on Mr. Lodge's point of order with- 
out submitting it to the senate, at 
he Said, until he could have an 
opportunity to say something about farm- 
ing which, he sald, “ig the only business 
T ever made a living at.’ He continued 
in defense of the secretary of agriculture 
and said he should be given the means of 
carrying out this work which !s nécessé- 
ry. Mr. Tillman offered another amend- 
ment to permit importation of néW 
breeds of animals. 

In closing he sald Senator Teller had 
given the wrong definition of the dif- 
erence between ‘“‘an agriculturist’ and a 
“farmer.” He said a farmer works with 
his hands and an “egriculturist with his 
mouth and that there are too many ag- 
riculturists In the senate. 
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UNCLE SAM IS PREPARING 
TO BEGIN CUTTING GANAL 


President Roosevelt Is Already Selecting Commis- 
sion That Will Superintend the Work--Part the 
Treasury Will Play in Regard to Canal.

Washington, February 23.—(Spectal.)— 
Now that the canal treaty has been 
ratified, there remains only the mere 
formality of exchange of ratifications to 
complete the diplomatic first chapter of 
this canal h:story. From this time, for, 
as I have said exchange is mere formal- 
ity, the canal enterprise belongs to the 
government of the United States only, 
and the provisions of the act of con- 
gress authorizing construction will be 
immediately carried into effect by the 
executive branch of the government. 

Canal Commission First Thing. 

The first step is the naming of the 
canal commission. This, it is provided, 
is to consist of seven men to be named 
by the president. by and with the con- 
sent of the senate. These members shall 
serve until the completion of the canal, 
unless sooner removed by the president, 
and one of their number shall be named 
as chairman. Of the s@éven members, it 
Is provided that at least four shall be 
“persons learned and _ skilled in the 
science of engineering’’ and of the four 
at ieast one shall be an officer of the 
United States army and one an officer of 
the United State¢ navy, these beng 
taken from either the active or the re- 
tired list of their respective branches of 
service. 

The compensation of these commission- 


|ers Is to be fixed by the president until 


the same shall have been otherwise fix- 
¢«d by congress. The commission shall, 
fe all matters, be subject to the direct/on 
and cantrol of the president, making re- 
ports annually and at such other periods 
as may be required, elther by law or by 
the order of the president, these reports 
covering all their actings and doings and 
showing ail moneys received and ex- 
pended in construction and in the per- 
formance of thelr duties ®™ connection 
therewith. This commission must also 
Kive to congress, or to either branch, 
such information as may be required by 
an act of congress or by the order of 
either house, 

Acting through this commisston, the 
president, to quote the exact words of 
the act, shall “cause to be excavated, 
constructed and completed, utilizing to 
that end so far as practicable the work 
heretofore done by the new Panama 
canal company, of France, and its prede- 
cessor company, a ship canal from the 
Caribbean sea to the Pacific ocean. Such 
canal shall be of sufficient capacity and 
cepth as shall afford conveniént passage 
for vesseis of the largest tonnage and 
greatest draft now in use, and such as 
may he reasonably anticipated and shall 
be supplied with all necessary locks and 
other appliances to meet the necessity 
of vessels passing through the same 
from ocean to ocean; 
cause to be constructed such safe and 
commodious harbors at the termin: of 
said canal, and make such provisions for 
defense as may be necessary for the 
safety and protection of said canal and 
harbors.”’ 

Members of Commission. 

For this purpose the president is au- 
thorized to employ such persons as he 
may j@em necessary and fix thelr com- 
pensation. He is authorized to cause to 
be entered into such contract or con- 
tracts as may be necessary for the prop- 
er excavation, construction, completion 
and defense of the canal, the harbors and 
the defer®es. This, it is assumed, will, 
so far as the details go, be done by the 
commission, but it acts for him as the 
nation’s executive. 

Some of the Certainties. 

With regard to the make-up of this 
commission, some things are known and 
some others are not. It is known, for 
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| ship.

Tt Is known that Admiral Welker 
who has served on the last two commis- 
sions, and General George W. Davis, are 
two men who are certainties. It is alse 
stated on apparently excellent authority 
that Hon. Frank J. Hecker, of Detroit, 
who had charge of the purchase of trans- 
ports and of transportation mattets un- 
der Secretary Alger, during the Spanish 
war, is a third member—that the place 
has been tendered him and he has ac- 
cepted it. It is stated that another mem. 
ber, the southern member, hailed from 
Louisiana, and the assumption ifs that 
he is B. M. Harrod one of the engineers 
on the Mississippi river improvement 
commission, and a man of high standing 
in his profession. 

It is understood that John Garber, of 
San Francisco, has declined the proffer 
made to him by the president. Mr. 
Garbar is a mining lawyer of established 
position and wide reputation. He could 
not afford to sacrifice his practice 
accept the position. 

Of these men, it {is doubtful ff any 
One can come under strict construction 
within the stipulations of the canal act 
that four membefs “shall be persons 
learned and skilled In the science of en- 
gineering.”” Admira} Walker is, doubt- 
less, given the appointment on the as- 
sumption that he fills the bill so far 
as a naval officer {s concerned, and he 
probably does; certainly his appointment 
could not be attacked, for he has made 
a careful study of the isthmian canal 
problem for years, and is especially 
well equipped for this service, even ff 
he may not be technically a skilled en- 
gineer. : 

General Davis is looked upon in the 
army as one of the ablest administrative 
officers and he possesses engineering 
knowledge, but can not be said to be 
an expert In the technical problems 
which will present themselves for the 
decision of the commission. Colonel 
Hecker !s not an officer of the army, 
but he {s a successful business man. Mr. 
Garber is little known here, but he is 
regarded as an able lawyer. 

Mr. Noble Is Wanted. 

One of the places upon the commission 
has been tendered Alfred Noble, who ig 
one of the prominent engineers of the 
country and whose presence on the com< 
mission would be highly valuable. Mr. 
Noble has direct supervision of the greag 
engineering projects of the Pennsylvania 
system, including the big project of tun- 
neling under North river to take thé 
Pennsylvania s tracks into New York. 
He is under contract with the company 
and it is understood the contract is such 
that without the consent of the officials 
of the company he could not give his 
attention to any other work. President 
Cassatt, of the Pennsylvania system, has 
been in conference with President Roose- 
velt, presumably at the request of the 
latter. and it is assumed that the pur- 
pose of this conference was to induce 
the Pennsylvania to permit Mr. Noble's 
acceptance. The outcome has not yet 
been made known. 

So far as other members aré concern- 
ed, there is nothing but speculation, It 
ts known that a tender was made Gen- 
eral Francis V. Greene, of New York, 
but that General Greene did not accept. 
There is some talk of Major Symonds, 
the engineer officer now on duty at the 
white house, who has also been offereé 
a place on the New York canal commis- 
sion, which, {ft is said, he has accepted. 
Whether this would make him unavail- 
able for the larger service is not cer- 
tain. Some of Major Symonds’ friendg 
do not belleve it would. 

The act authorizes the president to use 
the services in the work of active con- 
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Btruction of the engineers of the army, 
at his discretion and any other persons 
for the proper and expeditious prosecu- 
tion of the work. The selection of these 
men is, of course, a matter for after con- 
sideration. It has been suggested that 
General Peter C. Hains, who was first 
assigned to command the department of 
the gulf,. may be one of the engineer 
officers on the commission, or if not, 
will certainly hold an important place 
When the work of actual construction be- 
gitis. 

Whether the work of construction will 
be let by contract, or will be done di- 
gectly by the government is yet to be de- 
wrmined. That the commission, with the 
approval of the president, will decide. 
There are some apparent obstacles 
against letting the work by contract. The 
regulation of sanitary matters on the 
isthmus is an absolutely necessary part 
of the government's duties down there. 
The sanitary conditions are frightfully 
bad—there can be no question of that. 
In order to improve them stringent meas- 
ures will have to be adopted. Whether it 
would be possible for a contracting com- 
peny, cr a set of contractors, to under- 
take the work in conformity with these 
necessary measures it is impossible to 


eay. 
The Treasury’s Part. 

The recent call of the Secretary of the 
treasury upon the national bank deposi- 
tories for 20 per cent of the amount of 
government money on deposit with them 
has brought in about $30,000,000. There 
is a working balance in the treasury of 
about the same amount, all of which will 
be available to meet the first payments 
reqifred under the provisions’ of the 
canal law. 

These are $10,000,000 to the republic 
of Panama, which by force of circum- 
stances rather than law, comes in for 
the amount which congress appropriated 
for the republic of Colombia; and $40,- 
000,000 which is to go to the Panama 
Canal Company in exchange for its 
rights and titles and property of all 
kinds. 


It has been suggested that it may be 


found these payments cannot be made 
without another act of congress; that 
there is no doubt, especially, whether 
the auditors for the treasury, whose only 
ealvation is in construing the law 4ac- 
cording to its absolute letter, will not 
hold up the $10,000,000 because no law 
has yet been passed authorizing the pay- 
ment of that or any other sum to the 
republic of Panama—the law, of cours, 
specifying the republic of Coloffibia. 
Should it he necessary, however, this 
change can be made by a joint resolution 
which could be put through both houses 
with very little delay. Should there be 
any obstacle at all, therefore, it will De 
merely of a temporary character. 

The next important step of the secre- 
tary of the treasury will be the comple- 
tion of preparations for the issuance of 
bonds to cover the cost of construction 
of the canal. The canal act provided 


‘\ the ways and means for this bond issue. 


It is proposed by Secretary Shaw to 
make these bonds as attractive as pos- 
sible, in order, of course, to make them 
bring the highest possible price. The 
total issue is to be $130,000,000. 

The Bonds. 

The provisions for this issue are set 
forth in section 8 of the canal act, 
which réads: 

The secretary of the treasury is here- 
by authorized to borrow on.the credit 
of the United States from time to time 
as the proceeds may be required to de- 
fray expenses authorized by this act 
(such proceeds when received to be used 
only for the purpose of meeting such 
expenditures), the sum of $130,000,000, 
Or so much thereof as may be necessary 
and to prepare and issue therefor coupon 
or registered bonds of the United Statez 
in such form as he may prescribe, and 
in denominations of $20.00 or some mul- 
tiple of that sum, redeemable in gold at 
the pleasure of the United States after 
ten years from the date of their issue, 
and payable quarterly in gold coin at 
the rate of 2 percentum per annum: and 
the bor4s herein authorized shall be ex- 
empt from all taxes or duties of the 
United States, as well as from taxation 
in any form by or under state, municipal 
or local authority; provided, that said 
bonds may be disposed of by the secre- 
tary of the treasury at not less than 
par under such regulations as he may 
Prescribe, giving to all citizens of the 
United States an equal opportunity to 
subscribe therefor, bift no commisSions 
shall be allowed or paid thereon. 

It has not yet developed whether any 
further financial legislation by congress 
will be necessary. If it is: if, for in- 
stance, it is found that the treasury of- 
ficials, who afe necessarily strict con- 
structionists, hold the moneys appro- 
priated under the act to the republic of 
Colombia cannot without further provis- 
fon be paid to the republic of Panama; 
the necessary legislation can, according 
to the leaders in congress, be attached 
to some one of the big appropriation 
billg and no unnecessary delay will fol- 
low. 

Senate Committee Chairmanship. 

There is a very pretty contest on just 
now over the chairmanstlfip of the inter- 
oceanic canal committee of the senate, 
made vacant by the death of Senator 
Hanna. In the organization of senate 
committees everything goes by prece- 
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dence. The ranking republican on the 
committee gince Senator Hanna’s death 
is Senator Platt, of New York. He does 
not care for the chairmanship, having 
other chairmanships he might have te 
give up. The next republican is Sena- 
tor Mitchell, of Oregon. Senator Mitchell 
would lke to be chairman if Senator 
Platt does not want it, and he is stand- 
ing equarely on his rights according to 
the law of precedence, but as he was 
always one of the strongest advocates of 
the Nicaragua route, there is a good 
deal of opposition to his having this 
place, There is some politics in it, too. 
Senator Mitchell is not particularly pop- 
ular with Some of the strongest men On 
the republican eide. 

These men have made it clear they 
would rather see Senator Spocner, of Wis- 
consin, given the chairmanship than have 
it go to any of the republicans on the 
committee. Senator Spooner would like 
to have the place, but he is unwilling to 
make a contest of any kind for it. He 
says he would only have it if he were 
the unanimous choice of his associates. 

Ag things stand, however, it looks ag 
if Senator Platt will simply remain as 
acting chairman, thus thwarting Senator 
Mitchell’s ambition. That is the plan of 
the men who do not want Mitchel] to 
get the chairmanship. The committee 
on committees has not taken action 
as yet, and may not. Senator Mitchell 
says he is for Platt if he wants it, but 
if he does not, the place should come 
to him. 
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Mobile Is Jubilant. 

Mobile, Ala., February 23.—An en- 
thusiastic meeting of citizens was held 
tonight in the Commercial Club and 
many speeches were made congratulat- 
ing the country and the port of Mobfile 
upon the ratification of the canal treaty.

Columbus, O., February 23.—The Na- 
tional Association of Minor Baseball 
Leagues this evening appointed Edwai® 
Hanlon, of Baltimore, and J. H. Rar- 
rell, of Auburn, N. Y., a committee to 
arrange the final details for a peace 
agreement.with the Pacific National 
League, as outlined at the recent con- 
ference held at San Francisco. This is 
regarded as equivalent to a ratification 
of the proposed agreement by the Nation- 
al association, though final action is left 
to the committee which has full power 
to act.

This was upheld in a forcivle manner 
py Mr. Legare, of South Carolina, and 
amounting to a total of $656,500, to carry 
on the work on existing contracts, was 
agreed to after Chairman Foss had stated 
that the only question was whether the 
appropriation should be made this year 
Or next. 

The fight over the proposed great lakes 
naval training station was begun during 
the last half hour of the session and 
promises a lively debate tomorrow. 

The amendment for the Charleston 
navy yard follows: 

$34,000 for machine shops; $25,000 to 
complete power house; $300,000 for ths 
dry dock; $30,000 for workshop; $62,500 
to complete equipment buildittig; $150,000 
for building for ship fitters’ shop, $55,000 
for foundry, making a total of $656,500. 

Mr. Legare in proposing the amend- 
ment declared that contracts for these 
improvements were already signed and 
that the contractors could recover in the 
court of claims should the amendment 
not be agreed to. 

Mr. Foss in reply sald fhe appropria- 
tion for Charleston had always been add- 
ed to bill in the senate and the commit- 
tee had not seen fit to include it. It was 
apparent, he added, that if not made 
this year, this appropriation would have 
to be made next vear. 

Mr. Rixey, of Virginia, endeavored to 
amend the bill by eHminating the appro- 
priation for a naval station at Guanta- 
namo, Cnba. He wanted only a coaling 
station in Cuba. His amendment was de- 
feated, 58 to 87. 

On a motion to strike out the appro- 
priation for the naval station at Ologapo, 
P. I., Mr. Jones, of Virginia, spoke 
against making such lafge appropria- 
tions for the Philippine islands. He de- 
clared that before this naval station was 
completed it would cost from $20,000,000 
to $30,000,000, ant this in the face of 
statements that we were to give up the 
islands as s0on as the people were edu- 
cated enough for self-government. Mr. 
Jones’ amendment wag defeated. 

An amendment prepared by Mr. Tate, 
of Georgia, to give the secretary of the 
navy authority to conSolidate the various 
bureaus and plants in navy yards, was 
defeated, 99 to 105.

Washington, February’ 23.—The su- 
preme court of the United States today 
affirmed the opinion of the supreme court 
of the state of Tennessee in the case of 
the American Steel and Wire Company 
against R. A. Speed, clerk of the county 
county of Shelby county, Tennessee. The 
action involved an effort on the part 
of the steel company to avoid the pay- 
ment of taxes imposed on merchants by 
the state. The company. did business 
in the state through the Patterson Trans- 
fer Company, of Memphis, and attacked 
the law on the ground that it is discrim- 
inatory. tI also was contended that such 
taxation is in the nature of a regulation 
of interstate commerce. Both points 
were overruled. The opinion wag de- 
livered by Justice White. 


Griscom Resigns as President. 

New York, February 23.—Clement A. 
Griscom resigned today as president of 
the International Mercantile Marine Com- 
pany, and J. Bruce Ismay, the managing 
director of the White Star Line, was 
elected to succeed him.

Grand Jury Exonerates the 


Mayor for the lrequois 
- Fire. 


Chicago, February 23.—The_ special 
grand jury, which investigated the lro- 
quois fire, made its report today to Judge 
Chytrauss in the criminal court. 

The report says that in fixing the lNa- 
bility it was necessary to ascertain upon 
whom rested the responsibility of furn- 
ishing the apparatus necessary to ex- 
tinguish fire and that the evidence dis- 
closed that this authority was vested in 
Will J. Davis, manager; Thomas J. Noo- 
nan, business manager, and James F. 
Cummings, stage manageer, (these three 
were indicted for manslaughter). 

As to the liability of public officials, 
the report that the ordinances with re- 
spect to the inspection of the theater 
was not complied with, and that such in- 
Spection devoted primarily upon the con- 
missioner of buildings. Building Commis- 
sioner George Williams and Building In- 
spector Edward Laughin were indicted 
for culpable omission of duty. 

“The mayor's duty under the building 
ordinances,’”’ said the grand jury, “ is to 
revoke the theater license when a report 
of noncompliance with the ordinances is 
made to him by either the department of 
buildings or the fire marshal. There was 
no evidence before us that a viotation of 
the city ordinances by the Iroquois thea- 
ter was ever reported to him. We are 
unable to construe the law which re- 
quires that ‘the mayor shall take. care 
that the laws and ordinances are faith- 
fully executed,’ to mean that he is to be 
held liable and personally responsible for 
its violation in respect to matters of 
which he has no personal knowledge and 
Which are by law and the ordinances 
placed under the control and supervision 
of some head of a department.’’

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HANNA WROTE 
TO ROOSEVELT 


Just Before His Life Ebbed 
Away--Text of the 
Note. 


Washington, February 238.—Senator 
Hanna's last written words were in the 
form of a patriotic letter to President 
Roosevelt, in which he acknowledged, in 
& way quite characteristic, the pres’- 
dent’s thoughtfulnesg in calling at his 
hotel to inquire about the senator's con- 
dition. The letter was written by the 
senator on the afternoon of Friday, Feb- 
ruary 5, and was the last businese of 
any kind transacted by him. After Sen- 
ator Hanna's death, President Roosevelt 
sent the letter to Mrs. Hanna, in order 
that copies of it might be made by the 
family for preservation. The original 
| will be returned to President Roosevelt. 
who will treasure it carefully In memory 
of his dead friend. 

Elmer CC. Dover, Senator Hanna's 
secretary, returned to Washington from 
Cleveland late this afternoon. Before 
leaving Cleveland yesterday afternoon 
he was authorized and requested by 
Mrs. Hanna to give the last letter of 
Senator Hanna to the public. Mr. Dover 
says that early in the afternoon of the 
day the letter was written he was called 
to the senator’s bedside to take up some 
busines§ matters with him. That proved 
| to be the last time the senator was able 
'to dispose of any business, either publis 
or private. After transacting some busi- 
ness, Mr. Dover informed the senator 
that President Roosevelt had called to 
inquire about his condit/on. 

“Wasn't that nice of him?’ whispered 

Senator Hanna. “‘Wasn’t that good?” 

Later the senator again expressed his 
deep appreciation of the president's cour- 
'tesy and a little while afterward called 
for pencil and paper and wrote the fol- 
lowing: 

‘My Dear Mr. President: You touched 
a tender spot, old man; when you called 
personally to inquire after me this morn- 
ing, I may be worse before I can be bet- 
ter, but all the same such ‘drops’ of 
kindness are good for a fellow. Sincerely 
yours, M. A. HANNA 

“Friday Afternoon.”

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PRINCESS PAYS 
“FOR PLING 


iNow German Noble Lady Spent 
Eight Million Dollars, 


Princess Von Isenberg Bet on Horses 
and Gambled at Monte Carlo. 
Then She Kept Boarding 
House—Her Arrest and 
Poverty. 


| From ea Staff Correspondent. 

_ Berlin, February !1!.—It will be un- 
commonly interesting to see what effect 
her recent narrow escape from imprison- 
ment for fraud will have upon Princess 
Alexandra von Isenberg, whom it is no 

Sxaggeration to describe as one of the 
most extraordinary spendthrifts Burope 
ever has produced. It was, of course, this 
handsome daughter of one of the oldest 
and mobiest of German titled families who 
Succeeded, after her romantic divorce and 
second marriage, in s@tting rid of a for- 
tune of over $8,000,000 in less than 
five years. One might have expected 
her highness to practice economy for a 
bit efter that, especially ‘as she was 
heavily in debt, but instead she “realized’’ 
upon various historic estates which still 
remained to her and with the proceeds 
plunged into the wildest sort of specu- 
lation. Most of her coups fated, and 
before long the beurer of one of the 
proudest names in Germany was penni- 
less again. 

Borrowed Huge Sums. 

Her position, however,-made it com- 
paratively easy for her to borrow huge 
sums, with the ald of which she went in 
for betting and horse racing, hoping in 
this way to retrieve her fortunes. On 
the track, however, the princess lost more 
heavily than ever, su she borrowed more 
money and tried her luck at Monte Car- 
lo, but that venture turned out as badly 
@s the others had done. There was a 
Sensation when the bailiffs, acting un- 
der orders from her creditors, “‘held up’ 
the princess in the streets of Stuttgart 
and took from her what valuables she 
Was carrying, and another when the no- 
blewoman opened a boarding house on the 
shores of Lake Constance, and every one 
supposed that the princess’ career was 
about at an end, when she was arrested 
not long ago at the instance of money- 
lenders in Munich, Frankfort, Kassel, 
Stuttgart, Constance and other citiess 
from whom she had borrowed, and or- 
dered to be tried for fraud before the 
Frankfort’ court. But the trial has re- 
sulted in the remarkable déctsion that* 
though the princess’ methods of gaining 
funds undoubtedly were shady, she did 
nothing absolutely illegal. On this ground 
she was acquitted, and now German so- 
ciety folk are asking each other what the 
next chapter will be in her amizing life 
story. 

The Last of a Famous House. 

The princess, now a woman of 48, is the 
only living descendant of the former eicc- 
tore of Hesse Nassau, South Germany, 
who lorded it in the ancient castles of 
Falkenberg and Waechtersbach eight hun- 
dred years ag0, and upon whom wealth, 
titles and all sorts of distinctions were 
conferred. Princess Alexandra inherited 
a fortune of $5,000,000. Her first hus- 
band was her kinsman, Prince Adalbert 
of Isenberg, who also was immensely 
rich. She married him at 20, they went 
to live in Stuttgart and all the signs 
seemed to indicate that their life would 
be a happy one. They both had youth, 
their social position was distinguished, 
and their homes and estates numbered 
no less than nine. 

Trouble, however, came almost imme- 
diately, in the shape of an infatuation 
formed by the princess for a military of- 
ficer named Pagenhardt, who wag Sta- 
tioned at Stuttgart. What the attrac- 
tion was it is hard to tell, for Lieuten- 
ant Pagenhardt was not good to bok at, 
and, moreover, was poor and a nobody. 
However, the Princess Alexandra sacri- 
ficed everything for his sake, left her 
home to-live with him, and did not de- 
fend the suit which her husband prompt- 
ly brought against her for divorce. This 
was granted him, just_two years after 
his marriage with the pPincess. The no- 
blewoman received back her dowry of $5,- 
000,000, and immediately married Pagen- 
hardt, after which she exerted all her 
influence to get him ennobled—finally 
succeeding in gaining for him the title 
of baron. 

Life of Extravagance. 

Then this couple started on euch a life 
| @f ostentation and extravagance as would 

have beggared a Croesus or a Rockefel- 

ler. They took a place in Stuttgart—in 
spite of the fact that the princess’ for- 
mer husband still was living in the town 

—which they made their chief home, but 

they had also a country house in Bava- 


villa in the Riviera, and a town residence 
in Bertin. The staff which was required 
to run all these establishments consist- 
ed of some thousands of servants, and 
the couple kept over three hundred 
horses. They had a private yacht more 
magnificent than that owned by the em- 
peror, and a)) thelr traveling was wone 
in thelr special train which was fitted 
up throughout with a luxury equalled by 
few drawing rooms in the. fatherland. 
Princess Alexandra scorned to wear an 
evening gOwn that had cost less than 
8600, and when she appeared in the play 
house or other place of entertainment 
ehe displayed jewels worth at least $250,- 
000. The baron was as lavish. No cigar 
Was good enough for him that had not 
cost a dollar or’more, and he would buy 
no cheaper ones for hie guests. Per- 
haps thig couple’s extravagance reached 
its climax, however, when, one winter, 
they banqueted 100 guests on 1/650 eve- 
nings in succession, the viands and wines 
at each of these feasts being literally 
the choicest that mioney could buy. 
Spent Money. Lavishly. 

At first the princess and her baron 
tried to live this Midas-like existence on 
the interest of the former’s money, but 
it soon became evident that this could 
not be done, so they commenced upon the 
principal. Within three years the original 
five millions were practically dissipated, 
but, just In the nick of time, the princess 
came into three more fortunes, amount- 
ing in| all to about $2,500,000. You 
might have thought that the couple would 
have made attempt to mend their ways 
and hold on to this windfall—on the con- 
trary, they frittered it away even more 
recklessly than they had their original 
means, and then began to borrow. No 
one dreamed that they were ruined—ani 
at first they got practically what funds 
they asked for. Later on, however, their 
real situation became known and then 
there was trouble. Creditors swooped 
down on the couple and threatened all 
sorts of revenge. Evidently .the princess 
and the baron each regarded the other 
as the author of their downfall, for they 
began quarrelling and soon their rela- 
tions got so disagreeable that Princess 
Alexandra sought a divorce from Pagen- 
hardt. Her thirtieth birthday occurred 
a few days before she gained her decree. 

Sold Her Property. 

It was after having become a divorcee 
for the second time in her life that the 
Princess von Isenberg set about selling 
her various properties, and employing the 
money obtained for them in the desper- 
ate attempts already described to recover 
her former position. The unlimited bor- 
rowing which she began when speculation 
had swallowed up her property—including 
the castles of Falkenberg and Waechters- 
bach—was done in almost every part of 
Europe. She must have had an unusually 
persuasive way with her, for at her trias 
the other day a capitalist of Basel testi- 
fied that he made over to her, without 
receiving a single penny, the famous 
Trompeter castle, on the Rhine; only 
to discover, when he tried to get it back 
again, that her highness already had 
aispdsed of the place for a good round 
sum. It was soon after this that the 
princess was stopped in the principal 
street of Stuttgart by the bailiff of the 
town, who took possession of her watch, 
of several articles of jewelry, and of 
other trinkets whi@h were in her pock@¢s. 

Her Mania for Gambling. 

When she could borrow no more from 
money lenders, the princess applied to 
her relatives, who paid her an annuity 
of $2,500 for several years, but withdrew 
it when they discovered that most of 
the money was spent by the titled woman 
in gambling. However, a year ago the 
Isenbergs advanced Princess Alexandra 
enough money to start her boarding house 
on Lake Constance, which, for a while, 
looked like paying, as its titled proprietor 
really worked hard to popularize it, and 
was aided in this effort by the prestige 
which her title gave her. But the decline 
of the place began when its novelty had 
worn off, and so it was closed and the 
princess disappeared for 2 while. Last 
August, however, she turned up in Stutt- 
gart again, looking decidedly shabby, and 
was promptly arrested on many charges 
of obtaining money under false pre- 
tenses. At this time it was stated that 
the spendthrift princess’ indebtedness 
amounted to over $15,000,000. One 
money lender is reported to have com- 
mitted suicide when he discovered how he 
had been fleeced, and many other pathetic 
stories are current of misery brought 
nbout by the operations of this aristo- 
cratic adventuress.

England have come into contact 
with so many makers of history or have 
observed them with such a keen eye for 
what was interesting and significant 
as Justin McCarthy, who succeeds Par- 
nell as leader of the Irish party in the 
house of commons, and whose work as 
novelist and historian has endeared him 
to thousands of readers on both sides of 
the Atlantic. So it seems a Matter of 
more than merely literary interest. to 
chronicle the fact that Mr. McCarthy is 
now engaged in putting the finishing 
touches on an autobiography which he 
hopes to complete fn a month or two. 
After that, he tells me, ‘I mean to turn 
my attention to the preparation of a sixth 
volume of my ‘History of Our Own 


Times,’ which is to bring the. book to 
year. 


the end of the reign of Victoria.’’ 
Eyesight Is Very Poor. 


It was reported some time ago that | 


Mr. McCarthy had suffered ttie total loss 
of his eyesight. I believe this calamity 
was seriously threatened, but one or two 
severe operations relieved him consider- 
ably. “My eyes,” he says, “are sfill too 
weak te allow me to write or read for 
myself, and I dictate my literary pro- 
ductions to an experienced typewriter.’’ 
Mr. McCarthy, who is now 73, re- 
signed from the chairmanship of the 
Irish parliamentary party in 1696, and 
retired from parliament four years Jater, 
leaving the London noise and fog for a 
charming home called Herdholt at West- 
gate-on-Sea. “I find my health steadily 
improving during the quietude of my life 
here in this sea coast village,’’ he writes 
in answer to my question. “I work very 
regularly, but only for a limited num- 
ber of hours each day. I begin my daily 
occupations at I! o'clock and I then 
have some newspapers read to me and 
passages from books which bear on the 
literary task I have in hand, and ac- 
complish some of that task also if I 
have time. At 12:30 I walk out with my 
daughter as my companion, and we wun- 
dér by the seashore until 2 o’clock, when 
we have luncheon. After luncheon “we 
go out again and have another walk, 
and I may add that we hardly ever fail

Mr. McCarthy says he takes..a deep 
interest in American events and adds, 
“IT endeavor to keep still within touch 
of all movements, politicakh Jiterary, ar- 
tistic, secial and induStrial, going on in 
that great republic with which so mény 
dear memories of mine are ever asso- 
ciated.’’ 

One of the pleasantest featites of the 
latest civil pension list was the addl- 
tion of Mr. McCarthy’s name in recogn!- 
tion of his services to literature, The 
pension accorded to him was $1,250 a 
Although he is propbably best 
known by the “History of Our Own 
Times” and the “History of the Four 
Georges,’’ many old novel readérs recall 
with pleasure the days when Mr. Mce- 
Carthy was in great demand as a novel- 
ist. His first novel, ‘Paul Massie,’ was 
published nearly forty years ago. There 
was a great demand for “Dear Lady 
Disdain,” ‘“‘The Comet of the Season," 
and “Maid of Athens.’’ 

In leter years he has wriften a number 
of other successful books jn collaboration 
with Mrs. Campbell Praed. I believe his 
son, Justin Huntley McCarthy, whose 
play, “If I Were King,” made such a 
success, now lives with him at Westgate- 
on-Sea. 

Political Enemies Love Him. 

In the very stormiest of the days when 
Justin McCarthy headed the fights of the 
Irish parliamentary party, there never 
was a moment when the bitterest of his 
Cfficial adversaries did not have ‘or him a 
feeling of warm personal] friendship. His 
gentleness, Kindness and modesty have 
been proverbial. Ths story goes that 
after getting a foothold in newspaper 
work in Liverpool, and learning the sfort- 
necessary for 
every English reporter, he came to Lon- 
don with starcely a week's lodging in his 
pocket, and promptly srent the half of 
his substance in buying a rose bush. But, 
sad to say, the rose bush didn’t live.

COTTON BEARS. 
CORED BY BULLS 


at New Orleans, 


Bears Hurled Thousands of Bales on 
the Market, but Offerings Were 
Snapped Up by the Bull 
Leader and Prices Stead- 
ily Advanced. 


New Orléans, February 23.—Today was 
another field day for the bulls in the 
cotton market. After two days of rest, 
the market opened with both longs and 
shorts eager for a fight to the fintsh. To- 
day’s opening was regarded by many as 
being the turning point for either much 
higher prices or a break in the advance 
that the bulls have inaugurated. The 
bulls forced the trading from the open- 
ing, and their heavy bidding caused 
prices to open 5 to 32 points higher than 
the close of Saturday. Continued aggres- 
Siveness on their part forced prices up 
until they were at an advance of 77 to 
84 points, while the close was 6! to 68 
points higher than Saturday’s close. 

While the shorts attempted to measure 
Swords with the longs, they at no time 
made any great impression on prices by 
their selling. At the opening they un- 
doubtedly checked the advance by offer- 
ing cotton freely a thousand bales at a 
time, but this was gradually absorbed 
and at the middle of the morning a 
heavy wave of buying orders struck the 
market, which furnished a much greater 
buying power than the selling of shorts 
and the liquidation of satisfied could 
supply. Statistics were too strong a 
weapon in the hands of the bulls, and 
during the second half of the session 
shorts made no open effort to depress 
prices, while rumor had it that they 
were quietly covering. 

The trading of the earlier hours was 
Spectacular enough. At the opening the 
trader who is supposed to be the chief 
bear in the local ring hurled thousands 
upon thousands of bales across the ring 
at the longs. The leading bull was as 
calm and confident as ever, and his trad- 
ing was as tranquil as that of an ordi- 
nary broker. At the same time the 
course of the market was shaped, and 
prices went up point by point under his 
skillful hands. Hayne was clearly im- 
patient over the stories that have been 
circulated that the bull clique is to be 
swamped with deliveries on March con- 
tracts. He- repeatedly bid for lots of 
5,000 bales, finally increasing his bids to 
10,000, and then to 50,000. Cotton was 
not coming his way fast enough, and at 
last he bid 13.70 for 100,000 bales of 
March. Many small lots were thrown at 
him on these bids, and his aggregate 
purchases amounted to several thousand 
ales. 

Hayne’s bidding and buying showed 
conclusively, according to the general 
opinion, that the bull clique has made 
preparations to take on an immense 
quantity of actual cotton on March de- 
liveries. It is even said that the bull 
clique will have to demand deliveries on 
March contracts,.as under present con- 
ditions it ig not a profitable business 
move to deliver. It ig the general idea, 
however, that the clique will demand the 
actual stuff on its holdings. ‘Notice 
day”’ for March is Thursday, ‘and that 
day is being anxiously awaited, as some 
traders say 
tendered on contracts, while others say 
that notice day itself will not see a bale 
tendered. 

The market closed quiet and steady, 
with prices shaved down somewhat by 
extensiye realizing on the part of these 
traders who did not care to carry con- 
tracts over night.

Attorney Brandon, of the firm 
of Rosser & Brandon, representing the 
cOmpany, and Attorneys Westmoreland 
Bros. and Attorney Boykin, of the firm 
of Lumpkin & Boykin, counsel for the 
creditors, were present at the hearing. 

According to the report of the receiver, 
the assets and Habilities of the southern 
branches are apportioned as follows: As- 
sets, cash in bank, $61,998.12; furniture 
and fixtures, $5,000; due and uncollected, 
$20,277.31; in* banks in name of man- 
agers, $6,051.57. Liabilities, due custom- 
ers, margins, $321,712.60; due customers, 
profits $196,004.17; due Stanford, salary, 
$60; due Higgins, salary, $25; due Craw- 
ford, salary, $12; due Curran, salary, 
$8.75.

STOCKS VERY WEAK. 
IN LATE TRADING 


Made Good Start Against Depression 
on the Opening. 


TONE SOON BECAME NERVOUS 


The Close Was at About the Lowest 


New York, February 28.—A good start 
against depression was made by the stock 
market thig morning, but the tone became 
nervous and apprehensive as the day 
wore on and in the afternoon there was 
positive weakness. The relative share 
in causing this weakness between the sev- 
eral factors in evidence was not very 
clear. Some of the early improvement 
had ite impetus from foreign sources, 
where the success of yesterday in calming 
the panicky conditions in Paris bourse 
was followed by some rebound. The later 
action of the local market gave risé to 
the supposition that some of the early 
advices were stimulated by manipula- 
tion to afford a better basis for gelling. 
The concentrated nature of the selling in- 
duced some femurs that large interests 
were liquidating their holdings. The sus- 
pense felt over the coming Northern Se- 
curities decision was an important in- 
fluence in the market, and thére wus 
room for the opinion held by some per- 
sons that it was the dominant influence. 
Wall street wags entirely at sea during 
the morning as to what to expert on the 
subject. London reported a bellef that 
a decision would be handed down today 
and would favor the cOmpany. No de- 
cisive inforntgtion could be secured here 
whether the court would hand down any 
decisions today at all. Monday being the 
usual decision day, it was doubtful 
whether the holiday of yesterday would 
lead the court to hand down thelr re- 
cess decisions omthis, the first day of 
assembling. When the report Was re- 
ceived that decisions were being delivered, 
the market showed the greatest weak- 
ness of the whole day in sympathy with 
a break of 2% in Northern Securities it- 
self on the curb. Uneasiness over the 
foreign financial situation was revived by 
@ report of an important banking failure 
in Berlin, and the strength fn the local 
exchange market gave color to the 
doubts felt. It is realized that Europe 
is not stripped of American securities, 
however large the recent reduction in the 
floating supply there may have been. 

Extensive financial disturbances in 
Europe wowdld be sure to precipitate 
pressure upon the world’s strongest 
financial pdint, which seems to be New 
York at the present. The influx of cash 
in New York, which is making it so 
strong, is viewed somewhat dubiously, 
taken in connection with the decline in 
railroad earnings and the shrinkage in the 
country’s bank clearings, pointing to a 
decrease in business activity which 1s 
not wholly reassuring. The pendency of 
the vote on the Panama treaty pointed to 
an early call by the secretary of the 
treasury for a portion of government de- 
posits in national banks. A further cut 
in the lake grain rate Kept alive appre- 
hension over the war on rate. The 
market closed at about the lowest of 
the day, and showed losses ranging gen- 
erally between | and | 3-4 points. South- 
ern Pacific was the most actively pressed 
for eale, and a number of dormant 
stocks made violent declines.

Editor Constitution; For an introduc- 
tion, I will ask just one question: If you 
were sick and had to call in a physician, 
and he, after feeling your pulse and 
looking at your tongue, would tell you 
that you need medicine, and if then he 
would bid you adieu, without telling you 
what kind of medicine to take, what 
would you think of him? 

The farmer has lotg of just such ad- 
visers. They will advise him to plow 
deep, but not to plow the clay when it is 
wet, At the present time the soil and 
the clay is both too wet. Of course the 
soil will get dry first, but it is poasible 
the clay will remain too wet to be sub- 
soiled until planting time. Now, how in 
creation ig the farmer to plow deep with- 
out plowing the clay too wet? Just at 
this point the adviser bids the farmer 
adieu. The poor farmer gives up in de- 
spair, trying to solve the question: How 
am I to plow deep at this seaSon of the 
year without plowing the clay too wet? 

Some of these advisers will advise the 
farmer to plow deep and will prescribe 
a general prescription by saying ‘“‘it don't 
make any difference what kind of a plow 
you plow with, just so you plow deep.” 
This reminds. me of the fellow who was 
selling a recipe to kill rats, which reads 
as follows: Catch the rat and tickle him 
under the throat until he openg his 
mouth, then throw saw dust down his 
windpipe and he will cough himself to 
death, His first customers remarked: 
“You darned fool, J could kill him with 
a stick quicker than I could do that.” 
His reply was: “That will do just as 
well; just so you kil) him.” 

I am here to tell you that it does make 
a difference the kind of a death the rat 
dies. Also I am here to tell you that 
it makes a vast deal more difference the 
kind of a plow you use if you want to 
save time and labor and get down in the 
ground without plowing the subsol!l when 
it is too wet. 

Just the other day I read where an 
agricultural writer was advising a poor 
farmer how to plow up cotton Stalks. 
He sald: “I would prefer to bar off the 
stubble and Hft them out with a ‘middle- 
buster.’ ”’ 

By his prescription it will take three 
hands and three mules to get up one row, 
and {t would be an inferior job, too. If 
the poor farmer would only get the right 
kind of plow, with two mules, he could 
do the job with one furrow, which would 
be the saving of two hands and one mule 
(at a low hire 650 cénts each would be 
$1.50 per day saved), and when the work 
was done, it would be qa job, too. 

Also. some time ago I read in a noted 
agricultural journal where the editor wag 
prescribing for one of his patients and he 
said: “Any good plow would do to sub- 
soll with. A ecooter, long and sharp, with 
an ax temper. was as good as any.” Now, 
T am here again and etanding flat-footed 
to tell you that a subsoil plow that fs 
properly constructed, with the proper set. 
weight and strength. is as far superior 
to a scooter for qa subsoil plow as a dirk 
is to a barlow knife In a Wull fight. It 
just makes me tired to read such. If 
paper and Ink were not so cheap it 
would be a sin to waste it in any such 
way. 

It seeme there are people in the world 
yet who do not know ghe difference he- 
tween an electric light and a tallow can- 
die. 

Agricultural writers are a great hiess- 
ing to the world, but the farmer had bet- 
ter couple his own judgment and com- 
mon sense to their advice and write out 
his own prescription. Lots of them can 
tell vou just how a thing should be done. 
but a very few can tell you just how 
to do it.

United States Supreme Court 
Grants No Rellefto Al _ 
Adams, 


Washington, February 23.—The_  su- 
preme court of the United States today 
decided the case of Al Adams, the s0- 
called policy king of New York, against 
Adams, the opinion being given by Jus- 
tice Day. Justice Day said: 

‘We think there was ne _ unlawful 
search or seizure or compelling of this 
man to testify against himself in the 
giving, in evidence, of what the polic¢ 
officer found in executing the search| 
warrant for the policy tickets.” 

Justice Day took up the contentiong set, 
forth in the petition that the status was 
unconstitutional because !t made these. 
tickets when found In the possesston of 
a man prima facile eyidence against 
the cla:m being made that they might 
be given to a bDiind man or an innocent 
man. In giving his conclusiong on the 
subject Justice Day said: 

‘We think the possession af these 
tickets may well be prima facle evi- 
dence against a man in order to give him 
full right and opportunity to show how 
he came into possession of them, and 
in any event It is within the power of 
the state In cases of this character to say 
what shalt be prima facie evidence in its 
courts. We find no error in the judgment 
of the court of appeals of New York, and 
the same is affirmed.”
